Grange fifteen minutes late, the 
speech being scheduled at 3:30 p. m., 
and found the courthouse packed 
and jammed, the crowd belng esti- 
mated at three times larger than 
that which heard Smith in a recent 
address.

First Radio Heard 
Around the World 
Is Sent to Daniels 


Washington, August 21.—The first 
wireless message to be heard around 


the world was received today by 
Secretary Daniels from the Lafay- 
ette radio station at Bordeaux, 
France, which has just been com- 
pleted by the United States navy. 
The station, the largest in the world, 
is undergoimg offiical trials before 
being turned over to the French 
government for operation. The 
fiessage teceived by Seeretary Dan- 
iels follows: 

“This is the first wireless message 
to be heard around the world, and 


| marks a milestone on the road to 


scientific achievement.” 

In a radio message of reply, 
secretary said: 

“Congratulations upon the suc- 
cessful completion of the great 
radio station named for that distin- 
guished Frenchman, whom all 
Americans honor, Designed to serve 
a military purpose, it will now serve 
to bind closer the cordial relations 
which have always existed between 
France - he tT 1d States. © 

“On behalf of the United States 
navy, I desire to express my pleas- 
ure upon the achievement of the 
Lafayette radio station in transmit- 
ting the first message to be heard 
around the world. We are happy 
to recognize in this powerful signa! 
a symbol of that force and sympa- 
thetic understanding with which the 
Voice of France shall be heard by 
its sister republic.”

At Hands of Poles 


According to Paris, Fresh 
Polish Forces Are Mov- 
ing to Cut Russian Line 
of Retreat. | 


PEACE NEGOTIATIONS 
MAKING NO HEADWAY 


Poles State Their Peace 
Terms—Self-Determina- 
tion Demanded Peoples 
Once Forming Part of 
Ancient Poland. 


August 21—(By the As-

Paris, 
sociated Press.)—In the 
theater of operations on the Polish 


front the Poles are debouching from 
Demblin and advancing in the di- 
rection of Brest-Litovsk. They have 
renched the valley of the middle Bug. 
The prisoners taken by the Poles 
in the last few days aggregate 19.- 
000. The large amount of war ma- 
terial has not been estimated. Many 
guns, with their carriages, have 
been abandoned in the forests. 

The chief operations are now 
going on in the forest of the Bug 
river, from which the  bolshevik 
troops defeated before Warsaw are 
retiring hastily. The Polish army 
advancing in the diréction of Os- 
tralenka has as its objective the 
cutting of communications between 
the bolshevik center and right. Thus 
it is between Ostralenka and LomZa. 
on the marshy land bathed by the 
Narew, that the enemy probably will 


make his last effort before the fate 


of ‘the red army in the north, the 
situation of which is extremely 
grave, is decided. 

Fresh Polish Armies. 

In imitation of the maneuver exX- 
ecuted in 1831 by Nicholas I, the 
bolsheviki have withdrawn @ strong 
section of their forees to attack 
Thorn and Wloclawek. cross the 
Vistula and cut communications be- 
tween Danzig and Warsaw. These 


troops, have encotintered. a fresh

Polish army formed in Posnania and 
Pomerania, which debouched from 
Graudenz, and Thorn. Meanwhile, 
another army, under direction of 
General Billotte, advancing from 
Modlin, has attacked them from the 
south, Finally. a third army, under 
General Hikorski, is defending the 
Narew river, endeavoring to cut off 
these troops from their single road 
of retreat in the north. 

Scattered over nearly one hundred 
miles along the frontier of east 
Prussia, between Strasbourg and 
Ostralenka, these red forces seem 
condemned to annihilation. unless 
they take refuge on Prussian ter- 
ritory. 

In order to diminish the pressure 
in the main theater of operations 
between the Narew and the Bug, the 
bolshevik! have undertaken a dem- 
onstration on the Galician front, at- 
tacking the Polish and Ukrainian 
positions on the Stripa. Their cav- 
alry has crossed the upper courses 
of the Bug and Cossack patrols are 
appearing some leagues before Lem- 
berg. This operation, however, is 
considered in military 
too belated to effect any changes in 
the situation on the middlé Bug or 
to affect the issue of the battle now 
going on north of Narew, in which 
the fate of the main bolshevik 
armies apparently is being decided. 

The high Polish command is re- 
ported to be fully aware that the 
forces of the bolshewiki have taken 
Precautions to prevent a surprise. 

Heavy Fighting Continues. 

London, August 21.—Heavy fight- 
ing. continues north and northeast 
of Warsaw, near Plonsk and Ciecha- 
now, according to a bolshevik of- 
ficial statement issued yesterday in 
Moscow and received here by wire- 
less. Further to the northeast the 
soviet and Polish armies are en- 
gaged near Wyszkow and “Stani- 
slavow, while in the _ region 
Brest-Litoysk fighting is proceed- 
ing along the line of the western 
branch of the Bug river. 

Near Lemberg, the statement 
Says, the bolsheviki are develop- 
ing their advance after occupying

Distribution Sought of the 
Brotherhood’s $10,000,- 
000 Trust Fund—Suit 
Brought by Insurgents. 


Columbus, Ohio, August 21.—Ap- 
pointment of a receiver for the 
Brotherhood of Railway Trainmen, 
and an accounting and distribution 
of the brotherhood’s trust fund, es- 
timated at $10,000,000, is asked in 
a suit filed here today by Benjamin 
Cal' han, head of the Columbus 
Yardmen’s association. 

The suit was filed by Callahan 
as an individual] policyholder, but in 
effect -is said to be ‘action on the 
part of the Chicago Yardmen’s as- 
sociation, the insurgent association 
which precipitated the recent 
“rump” strié of yardmen. 

The petition savs there are 145,009 
members of the outlaw organiza- 
tion, and estimates their share of 
the trust fund at $5,000,000. 

It asserts that all members of the 
B.of L. T. expelled for participation 
in the alleged unauthorized strike 
have been deprived of a share in 
the trustfund which they helped to 
create, .

London, August 21.—Lord Mayor 
Terrence MacSweney, of Cork, is 
reported to be in a very low state 
owing to his hunger strike. He was, 
however, able to read today com- 
munications from the home _ secre- 
tary saying he would not be re- 
leased. The lord mayor's reply 
was that he would not give In, and 
was prepared to die cheerfully. 

Jt is understood that the _ lord 
mayor has been strongly advised by 
the Catholic clergy to desist strik- 
ing. The home office this after- 
noon officially reiterated’ that 
Mayor MacSweney would not be re- 
leased because of his strike and 
stated that owing to his condition 
he could not be forcibly fed, but 
that he was receiving special priv- 
ileges accorded to certmin classes of 
offenders. 

Under Long Sentence. 

The wife of MacSweney visited 
him in Brixton prison today where 
he is under a sentence of two years 
imprisonment. In the course of an 
interview later she says the lord 
mayor had written a letter to Home 
Secretary Shortt Friday night, in 
which he declared that full re- 
sponsibility for his death weuld rest 
on the shoulders of the government, 
and the government would have te 
bear the consequences. 

“He wrote,” added Mrs. Mac- 
Sweney, “that it would tell badly 
among civilized nations that the 
English government had to its

SENATE OLIGARCHY 
AND LAUDS LEACUE 


Charge Is Also Reiter- 
ated That Republicans 
Are Raising $15,000,000 
to Buy the Presidency. 


LEAGUE IS DESCRIBED 
AS AGENCY OF PEACE 


Governor Calls Republic- 
an Position One of War 
and Dishonor—Gives 
Pledge Not to Send

Canton, Ohio, August 21.—Labor 
problems, the league of nations and 
republican campaign contributions 
were featured by Governor Cox In 
an afternoon meeting at Orrville, 
Ohio. 

Settlement of industrial contro- 
versies by force of public opinion 
instead of the bayonet, while or- 
der is maintained and neither side 
to a controversy aided by the gov- 
ernment, was urged by the demo- 
cratic presidential candidate here 
tonight at the auditorium. The la- 
bor issue was emphasized in this 
industrial community in which 
Governor Cox figured during the 
steel strike last fall refusing’ to 
Send troops and also by removing 
a democratic mayor. 

“Large interests are contributing 
to the republican campaign fund,” 
Governor Cox declared, “because 


they want to buy an administration |

That $15,000,000 will be the “low 
mark” of the republican campaign 
fund, while the democrats will be 
as “poor as Job’s turkey,” was as- 
serted by Governor Cox, who said 
that his campaign fund charge had 
not been denied, He challenged 
denial and promised to present evi- 
dence of his charges. 

On the league issue, Governor 
Cox declared that “there cannot be 
an economical readjustment in 
America until things are tied to- 
gether in other parts of the world,” 
and reiterated arguments that 
America should enter the league to 
“keep faith” with American sol- 
diers-and the allies. He denounced 
a separate peace with Germany as 
“bad faith, base dishonor and de- 
sertion of the allies.” 

Reply also was made by Gover- 
nor Cox in his Orrvillé speech to a 
street crowd from an automobile 
truck, to the address of Senator 
Harding. in which Mr. Harding de- 
fended the senate. Governor Cox 
said Mr. Harding failed to distin- 
guish between the senate as an in- 
stitution and the group of repub- 
lican senators. who the democratic 
nominee said “have formed a dom- 
ineering, arrogant oligarchy,” which 
is trying “to annex the presi- 
dency.” 
Cox on Labor Question. 

In discussing the labor question, 
Governor Cox declared that the gov- 
ernment “must preserve persons and 
protect property.” eS

$80,000 Spent 
By Suffragists 


Tennessee Campaign 
Cost, Which Is Yet to 
Be Raised, Amounted to 
at Least $10,000. 


Washington, August 21.—The 
campaign of the national woman's 
party for ratification of the suffrage 
amendment has cost $150,000, ac- 
cording to an announcemnt tonight 
by party officers. They estimated 
that at least $80,000 was spent to get 
the thirty-sixth ratification, some of 
which ig still to be raised. 

Total expenditures from the time 
the senate acted favorably on the 
amendment in June, last year, until 
the final action In Tennessee last 
Wednesday, amounted to $149,599, 
of which $68,519 was used in the 
drive for the thirty-sixth state. The 
Tennessee campaign cost, yet to be 
raised, amounted to at least $10,000, 
the announcement said. 

Miss Mary E. Burnham, of Phil- 
adelphia, with $14.000, was the 
largest contributor to the campaign 
fund, the greater part of which was 
sald to have *een raised by $1 sub- 
scriptions. Mis« Fannie T. Cochra 
contributed $6,100; Mrs. Charls 
Boughton Wood, $5.950, and Mrs. BR.

- geores of his Aieutenants said the 

 guffr@gists had ruined their cause 
‘because of their tactics, and that 
even should the courts eventually 
hold ratification legal the litigation 
would so delay a final decision that 
the amendment would not figure in 
the November elections unless Con- 
necticut of Vermont ratified it be- 
fore that time. 

The situation was the result of 
Mr. Walker's motion that the house 
reconsider its action. When the 
house last Wednesday concurred in 
the action of the senate in ratifying 
the amendment Speaker Walker, in 
order to enter a motion on the jour- 
nal that the h@use reconsider the 
matter, changed his,vote from “nay” 
to “aye.” By this step he reserved 
to himself alone for two days the 
privilege of moving reconsideration. 
After that period any member who 
voted in the affirmative was privi- 
leged to call the motion from the 
journal and request action upon it. 

Failed to Muster‘ Majority. 

Walker failed to muster a major- 
ity Thursday and Friday and did 
not dare to act, for he would have 
heen defeated by the suffragists and 
the fight against ratification, so far 
as the legislature was conncerned. 
would have been ended. When 


“Walker realized yesterday that he | 


did not have a majority he at- 
tempted to carry a motion to ad- 
journ until Monday afternoon for 
the usual! week-end recess. The mo- 
tion was defeated and the suffra- 
gists for the first time took the of- 
fensive and forced adjournment 
over night. 

The object of theesuffrage forces 
in holding the house in session to- 
day was to get at the Walker mo2- 
tion for reconsideration and kill it. 
It had been held that since the mo- 
tion was a matter of record,’ ratifi- 
eation could not properly be certi- 
tied until it had been disposed of. 

. The opposition minority, realizing 
that the battle was lost if a session 
‘was held and they were not in a 
majority, rounded up enough of 
their members late last night to 
break a quorum, boarded an early 
morning train and left the state, to 
remain until the twenty legislative 
days’ of the special session of the 
‘assembly had expired. The motion 
‘to reconsider was on the journal 
and it remained “alive” as long as 
at was nct taken therefrom and act- 
wed upon, or until the legislature had 
‘adjourned sine die. 
’ . Why They Bolted. 

The bolters acted in the knowl- 
‘edge thgt if a quorum of the house 
was not present at any time during 
the remaining days of the session 
adjournment sine die would be im- 
ossible. They might be forced to 
‘attend the session were they in Ten- 
nessee before the expiration of the 
#0 legisiative days, but after that 
‘period the state had no power to 
compel their attendance because 


‘their compensation as members 
sceased. This would leave the legisla- 
‘ture in a state of being in session 
with no members of the house pres- 
ent and without the power to en- 
‘force their attendance. The gover- 
mor could not call another special 
‘Session because the previous session 
would not have adjourned Sine die. 


to wait until after-the election of | 


the new legislature in November 
and this would have been too late 
for the amendment to become effec- 
tive before the general elections this 
years. 


When the house met this morning 
all the suffragists and a sprinkling 
of the opposition members were in 
their seats. The roll call showed 
fifty-nine members present, or seven 
short of a quorum. Speaker Walker 
declared a recess for one hour and 
ordered the sergeant at arms to 
“arrest and bring before the bar of 
the house such absentees as can be 
found.” 

The sergeant at arms could not 
make a roun dtrip to Alabama in an 
hour and in addition had no author- 
itay to arrest any One outside the 
State, so all he could do was to re- 
port that none of the missing mem- 
bers appeared to be in the city. 

T. K. Riddick, suffragist floor 


leader, declaring that action on the 


suffrage amendment was not a gtate 
but a federal matter and that the 
state laws as regards a quorum of 
the house did not apply. moved that 
the Walker motion for reconsider- 
ation be called from the journal and 
acted upon. 
Injunction Is Served. 

Speaker Walker requested him to 
put the motion in writing that it 
might be spread on the journal. A 
recess Of a few minutes followed 
while Riddick was transcribing his 
motion and in the meantime the in- 
junction prohibiting certification 
was served on the speaker. 

Ridick finally offered the motion 
in writing but so amended as to 
provide that the house reconsider its 
ratification of the suffrage measure. 
At the same time he declared that 
the attorney general of the state had 
ruled that action on the amendment 
Was political and not legislative, 
that since it was a federal and not 
a state matter the State constitu- 
tional quorum was not necessary and 
that the members present had a 
right to act. 

Valker ruled the motion out of 
order on the ground that the house 
lacked a quorum, that the attorney 
general had ruled that a majority 
of the members constituting a 
quorum was necessary before action 
could be taken, and that the injunc- 
tion just served upon him also stood 
in the way 

On an appeal from the speaker's 
ruling the house failed to sustain 
it. It was the first time in Walker’s 
career as speaker that one of his 
rulings had been overturned. Walker 
thereupon, declaring that as speaker 
of the house he was enjoined from 
acting on the amendment, called 
Representative Joe Odle, suffragist, 
to the chalr. 

Odle ordered a roll call on Rid- 
dick’s motion for réconsidgration 
and Walker made a point of order 
that there was no quorum, at the 
same time requesting that it. be 
entered on the journal. Odle paid 
no attention to him but ordered the 
roll call and the suffragists de- 
feated the motion to reconsider bv 
a vote of fifty to nine. Riddick 
then moved that the house trans- 
mit to the senate in the usual man- 
ner the senate joint’ resolution, 
ratifying the amendment. Again 
Walker made a point of order that 
no avorum was present and alse 
challenged the right of the speaker 
pro tem. to put any motion relating 
to the amendment in view of “the 
injunction restraining the speaker 
of the house” from acting in any 
way. 

Ignored Speaker Walker. 

Again Odle ignored Walker, or- 
dered the rolf call and the motion 
carried fifty to nothing, the antis 
not voting. Adjournment until 
Monday afternoon then was taken. 

Not taking into consideration the 
attack on the legality of ratification 
in the courts on the ground that a 
provision of the state constitution 
inhibited action by this legislature, 
anti-suffrage leaders declared that 
the procedure of the suffragists ma- 
jority today in Killing 'the Walker 
motion for reconsideration could 
not be held legal. 

Speaker Walker later said that if 
the procedure of the suffragists 
was correct he would be within his 
rights if he organized an automobile 
party of the bolting antis at Deca- 
tur, crossed the state Hne tnto Ten- 
nesse, and declaring the five 3 six 
members a quorum, held a seSsion 
and rescinded the action of the 
house in ratifying the amendment. 


If action by this legislature fs not 
governed by the state laws as con- 
tended by the suffragists, he de- 
clared, it was not necessary to hold 
the session in the capitol neither 
would it be necessary to have a 
constitutional quorum of 66 mem- 
bers, which was not the case today. 
This, he said, was not contemplated, 
but he pointed to it as an example 
of what he beHeved it would be pos- 
sible to do. 


Walker declared no power on 
earth would force him to sign the 
ratification resolution under the 
present circumstances. Speaker 
Todd, of the senate, said the reso- 
lution needed no signatures and on 
this point the two speakers dis- 
agreed. Walker said nothing could 
be done by his forces at this junc- 
ture but gave notice that the first 
time the anti-suffragists were in the 


|majority in the house, if such should 


be the case before the session ad- 
journed, he woul® adopt exactly 
the tactics pursued today by the suf- 
fragists and rescind adoption of the 
ratification resolution. 


The suffragists frankly expressed 
pleasure at what they termed ‘their 
“steam roller” tactics, declared the 
legislative battle was over and that 
no move on the part of the ma- 
jority could throw the measure 
back into the house. This belief 
was shared also by Governor Rob- 
erts and Atttorney General Thomp- 
son. 

Gov. Roberts Enjoined. 

The injunction issued today was 
served on the defendants immedi- 
ately, Governor Roberts receiving 
the first process. News that the 
writ had been issued spread rapidly 
through the capitol and the anti- 
suffrage element regarded it as the 
beginning of the end of ratification 
by Tennessee. The suffragists, 
however, took little more than pass- 
ing interest in the event and re- 
garded it only: as serving to delay 
for a few days certification of the 
measure to Washington. : 

The application for the restrain- 
ing order attacked the legality of 
consideration of the amendment by 
this legislature, on the plea thet 
it could not act because of the 
constitutional provision that a leg- 
islature qualified to consider an 
amendment must have been elect- 
ed after the proposed measure was 
submitted by congress. In this in- 
stance the legislature was elected 
in 1918 and the amendment was 
not submitted until the next year. 
The bill also attacked legality of 
the call for the special session of 
the assembly and charged that 
should the motion for reconsidera- 
tion by the house fail, an effort 
would be made by the state execu- 
tive to telegraph a certificate of 
ratification to the secretary of state 
at Washineton. At the time the 
bill was filed by the complainants, 
the Walker motion for reconsidera- 
tion still was on the journal un- 
acted upon. «It also was charged 
that the secretary of state at Wash- 
ington had announced his intention 
of proclaiming adoption of the suf- 
frage amendment even on receipt 
of telephone or telegraphic message 
and such methods eh termed 
“wholly illegal and would be. if re- 
sorted to, an effort to stifle the 
views of the people of Tennessee 
and to oust the lawful authority 
of the courts.” The writ is return- 
able at.any time within five days 
if agreeable to the parties involved 
in the action. 

Many Previous Filibusters. 

Since the days when Andrew 
Johnson was merely a state fig- 
ure in politics, the filibuster by 
breaking a quorum has been a 
weapon invoked in the Ten- 
nessee legislature as a last resort 
in heated legislative fights, and all 
factions have resorted to it., he 
first filibuster was staged in the 
Tennessee senate in 1841, when 
thirteen democratic senators, one 
of whom was Andrew Johnson, 
broke a quorum to prevent the 
election of two whigs to the United 
States senate, the result being that 
Tennessee was without representa- 
tion in the United States senate for 
the ensuing two years. The thir- 
teen. senators figuring in the incl- 
dent are known in Tennessee po- 
litical tradition as “the immortal 
thirteen.”

In 1885. to defeat 
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members in hiding being fed for 
three or four days by *°*''~+ bas- 
kets of provisions from across the 
street on a rope bridge. 

In 1909, to invalidate new elec- 
tion laws, democratic senators 
broke a quorum and guietly left for 
Hopkinsville, Ky. continuing out of 
the state for the next week. This 
filibuster failed of its purpose, un- 
der the holding of the supreme 
court. 


Refused to Take Oath. 


When the fifty-seventh eneral 
assembly met on January 2, 1911, 
thirty-seven members, “regular” 
democrats, refused to take the oath 
and tied up the legislative wheels 
until January 7. when an agree- 
ment was reached providing for the 
withdrawal of all contests over 
seats. 


On April 13, 1911, the same ses- 
sion, “independent” democrats and 
republican members of the house 
broke a quorum, going to Decatur, 
Ala., as a result:of the capture of 
the house by “regular” democrats 
and the jeopardizing of the election 
laws and the prohibition laws. This 
filibuster lasted a month, the ap- 
sentees returning to their. homes 


on May 11 and not being molested. | 


Deliberations were finally resumed 
June 2 

In 1913, republicans and inde- 
pendent democrats of the house on 
April 1 filibustered, twenty going 
to Middlesboro, Ky. and half a 
dozen others going to Florence, 
Ala., the cause being to prevent 
a change in the election laws.

The silence which the filibusters 
have maintained since their arrival 
here this morning was broken to- 
night by Representative Hall, who 
gave an extended interview setting 
forth the reasons for the flight 
from Tennessee. 


To Prevent, Recurrence. 

“In 1868 Parson Brownlow called 
an extraordinary session of the ne- 
gro carpetbagger legislature and 
at the point of the bayonet rati- 
fied the fourteenth amendment,” 
he said. “This action was taken 
over and against the overwhelming 
sentiment of Tennessee. In 1870 
there was convened a constitutional 
convention, and to prevent a recur- 
rence of such action there was in- 
corporation into the constitution a 
proviston that no legislature shall 
ever act on a federal amendment 
unless the amendment is submitted 
before said legislature is elected. 
The nineteenth amendment was 
passed in May, 1919. This legisla- 
ture was elected in November, 1918. 

“In 1916 the republican and dem- 
ocratic parties had declared that 
while believing in woman’s suf- 
frage, they believed suffrage should 
come by state law and not by fed- 
eral amendment. This legislature 
was elected on that platform.” 


Representative Hall charved the 
federal amendment was a blow at 
states’ rights and declared its rati- 
fication would place in federal 
hands the authority over elections. 
Governor Roberts . again was 
charged with exerting coercion to 
force representatives’ to vote for 
ratification by Representative Hall. 

“We know,” he said, “that cer- 
tain members of the legislature, 
who hold political appointments, un- 
der the present governor, are not 
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,¥oting the will of the people 
lwere elected to represent, nor ac- 
cording to the’*dictates of their own 
consciences, but according to the 
mandate of the state’s chief execu- 
tive.” 

To Stay in Decatur. 


“We will stay in Decatur until 
the neople of Tennessee have been 
given a chance to express their gen- 
timent am suffrage,” said Mr. Hall. 
“We feel that they have not ye 
voiced their opinion and we inten 
to see that they have an opportuni- 
ty to do so. e tried to delay ac- 
tion on suffrage until January in 
order that our people may be heard, 
but the ratificationists refuse to 
permit us. We are acting in ac- 
cordance with the dictates of our 
conscience.” a ie 

Representative Hall criticised se- 
vepaly Guvernor Roberts for his 
stand in the suffrage fight, declar- 
ing the Tennessee governor through 
appointments, had obtained control 
of several members of the house, 
who wished to vote against ratifi- 
cation, but were forced to vote in 
favor of It at the insistence of the 
chief executive. Hotel lebby discug- 
cions this morning turned also to 
a criticism of the manner in which 
the suffrage fight before the Ten- 
nessee legislature has been con- 
ducted. Charges were freely made 
that members opposing ratification 
were “insulted” at the capitol.

Governor Cox emphasized the 
fact that during his six years as 
governor no soldiers’ bullets had 


been fired in an industrial dispute. 

Turning to_ the repubiican cam- 
paign fund, the democratic nominee 
aia that “it was apparent that 
those who believe in force are rep- 
resented in tbe list of contribu- 
tors.” 

“Camp followers are gathering by 
hundreas,” the governor deciared. 
“Whole armies or them are being 
massed in pivotal states, where the 
siush fund will make the Mark Han- 
na days suiter by comparison. Many 
organizations formed during the 
war, doubtless certainly ailegedly, 
for patriotic purposes are being 
taken over, in so far as the officers 
are able to do so. The American 
Defense society has now been turn- 
ed by some of its officers into a 
political affair and a part of the 
campaign fund will bé used to ren- 
der it, but another agency of hy- 
pocrisy and deeeit.” 

Calls League Peace Agency. 

Governor Cox pictured tne league 
as an agency of peace, disarmament 
and reduced taxation, and the re- 
publican position as one of War and 
dishonor. 

“The plan of the league,” he saia, 
“is to apply the calm process of rea- 
son and discussion and arbitration 
tor nine months, 

“The democratic position is one 
of detinite action, to legally con- 
clude the war with the aliies as we 
started it, giving to the treaty such 
additions as may be deemed necés- 
sary to protect every American in- 
terest and reminding our associates 
in the league that under no circum- 
stances could we enter into war nor 
send our soldiers away from our 
shores: without the consent of the 
people through their representatives 
in congress.” 

Governor Cox made a definite 
pledge that if elected he would not 
send American soldiers overseas 
“unless directed, by your representa- 
tives in congress.” 

The governor added that the ques- 
tion of good faith in observing the 
treaty might be raised.’ He said he 
would meet this argument by de- 
claring: 

“It matters not in what good faith 
a treaty is made. No treaty can 
change the constitution.” 

Governor Cox also promised fed- 
eral regulation of cold Storage in- 
terests including the “beef trust,” 
which he charged, controlled both 
buying and selling prices without 
regard to the law of supply ana de- 
mand, That bankers were “consort- 
ing to change the federal reserve 
act by making bankers only eligible 
to membership on the federal re- 
serve board,” again was charged by 
the governor, who said that he 
favored farmers on the board and 
also on regional bank boards. 

Election of io democratic con- 
gressional nominees was urged by 
Governor Cox. .Senator Pomerene, 
of Ohio, introduced the governor 
here and John McSweeny, dem- 
ocratic congressman from this dis- 


trict spoke with the governor at |, 


Orrville. The trip here from Orr- 

ville, about twenty-two miles was 

made by the governor and his party 

by automobile. On his arrival here 

the governor placed a laurel wreath 

at the tomb of former President Me- 
nley. 

Cox Raps Senate and Harding. 

In his speech at Orrville Governor 
Cox made a spirited attack on the 
“senate Oligarchy” and “Senator 
Harding’s defense of the senate as 
a forum of ponular government. 

“The republican candidate,” said 
Governor Cox, “has devoted a front 
porch session to the defense of the 
United States senate, with charac- 
teristic reactionary isolation from 
the current of public thought, he 
fails to distinguish between the 
United States senate as an institu- 
tion, and the list of United States 
senators who have taken charge of 
an important part of the govern- 
ment, 

“It is our contention that a group 
of men have formed a domineering, 
arrogant, oligarchy in the senate 
and that they have deliberately in- 
terfered with the welfare of the 
world, delayed readjustment in this 
country, all to the distinct injury 
and disadvantage of the people.” 

That the republican senate group 
was trying to “annex the presiden- 
cy,” also was asserted by Governor 
Cox, who stopped here today en 
route to Canton,_Ohio, where he was 
to speak again tonight at a “Cox 
day’’ celebration. 

“The feeling against the senate,” 
Governor Cox declared, “grows 
specifically out of the abuses by 
the oligarchy. Prompted by its suc- 
cess in obstructive tactics, it has 
moved into an entirely new under- 
taking and it seeks now to annex 
the presidency.” 

G. 0. P. Campaign Fund. 

Coninuing his attack upon repub- 
lican campaign contributions, Gov- 
ernor Cox also charged that ‘‘the 
greedy interests which are making 
the contributions have been in no- 
torious consort with the senatorial 
oligarchy.” 

In his attacking the senate lead- 
ers, Governor Cox also again stress- 
ed the necessity for the league of 
nations, reiterating and expanding 
former arguments in its support. 

Senator Harding, in his address 
defending the senate, Governor Cox 
declared, “stripped his discussions of 
the personal equation and elabor- 
ated on the wisdom of the fathers 
in creating two parts of the legis- 
lative’ branch of government, the 
senate and the house.” 

The people, Governor Cox predict- 
ed, would “resent the attempt now 
being made to turn the senate and 
the presidency into a single unit.” 

“a5 presidential responsibility 
is to be shared, it will be with the 
councillors of the leaders,” said 
Governor Cox. “He owes his nomi- 
nation to them. His gratitude is 
naturally to them. There is scarce- 
ly a day that some member of the 
group is not in conference with 
him. The publid prints announced 
not forty-eight hours ago that a 
part of the oligarchy had visited 
Marion, and had discussed with the 
presidential candidate the subject 
matters which would be treated in 
front porch speeches of the next 
two or three weeks. 

“The relation between the presi- 
dent and congress should be cordial 
and co-operative, but independenc? 
should be supreme. 

“The man in the street looks with 
great misgivings on the whole chain 
of circumstances that has developed 
since the early hours of the morn- 
ing when the choice of the repub- 
lican leaders was made in the hote:, 
and not in the convention hall at 
Chicago. Not the least disquieting 
phase of the situation is the un- 
blushing continuance of the gather- 
ing together of millions of dollars | 
for campaign purposes. This is not 
only offensive to public sensibilities. 
but the people know perfectly well 
that the greedy interests which are. 
making the contributions, have been | 
in notorious consort with the sena- | 
torial oligarchy which is now at- 
tempting to gather unto itself the 
power of that law-making branch 
and the presidency as well.” 

Plural Government. 

Governor Cox emphasized the 
fact that he was not criticizing 
the constittuion, but the group of 
men attempting to distort “the sen- 
ate’s functions.” The term “plural 
government,” Governor Cox said, 
has become a reactionary slogan. 

“It was never the intention of 
the men who wroce tne constitution 
that a dominating group in the sen- 
ate should obstruct the treaty-mak-

Officials of the United States Golf

MAYS WILL 
PITCH FOR 
N. Y. TODAY 


New York, August 21.—Carl 
Mays, pitcher of the New York 
American League club, will proba- 
bly’ be in the game agairist the De- 
troit team tomorrow. Mays today 
made his first appearance on the 
field since the unfortunate accident 
which resulted in the death of Ray 
Chapman, shortstop of the Cleve- 
land team. The Yankee pitcher 
“warmed up” near the right fieid 
bleachers, but after the game with 
Detroit started, he went to the club 
house. 

The fact that Mays indulged in 
practice today was taken as an in- 
dication that Manager Huggins in- 
tends to work the pitcher in his 
regular turn, and it was said that 
he would pitch tomorrow. 

Ty Cobb, of the Vetroit team, who 
was quoted in Boston as saying 
that some drastic action should be 
taken against Mays because of the 
Chapman accident, was today made 
a target for abuse by the New York 
fans throughout the game. When 
Cobb first appeared on the field for 
preliminary practice he was met 
with a storm of hisses and bvevus 
and these were repeated each time 
Cobb went to bat. 

While no definite purpose _ is 
stated in the call for the special 
meeting of the American league 
to be held Tuesday at Philadelphia. 
it is believed the Chapman accident 
will be one of the matters to come 
up for consideratino. 

Owners Huston and Rupper refer- 
ring to a statement by President 
Johnson, of the American league, 
that he believed Mays never would 
pitch again, issued a statement say- 
ing: 

“Mays, while bowed down with 
grief, is not a broken reed. He 
will go along and follow his regue 
lar means of livelihood as a strong 
man should, and we expect him to 
win games.as usual. If he requires 
protection he will receive it from 
us to the extreme limit, no matter 
where it may lead, 

“Since joining the Yankees, Carl 
Mays has been a loyal and pains- 
taking player whose life has been 
clean and whose conduct has been 
above reproach. He has our entire 
confidence and will have our. un- 
stinted support. 

“The district attorney’s office had 
declared Ray Chapman’s death to 
have been the result of an accident. 
No hostile word should be uttered 
against the man who was the cause 
of it. He feels the outcome more 
deeply than most of us do.” 


Tennis Stars Names 


Not to Adorn Goods 
In Athletic Concerns 


New York, August 21.—Now that 
the United states Lawn Tennis as- 
sociation has practically adopted 
the rule prohibiting the use of 
players’ names on rackets and other 
tennis equipment, it is rumored the 
action, was taken at the instance of 
a select few racket manufacturers 
who would not or could not bring 
sufficient influence to bear to gain 
permission for the use of the names 
of the stars._ In other words, the 
new rule is said to have been pro- 
posed and accepted as result of @ 
sommereial squabble and not be- 
cause of any material harm wrousht 
to the pastime by the practice. The 
rule, of course, deals only with 
amateurs, but since there Bre very 
few professional players of note, 
this phase of the matter is negli- 
gible. The final] action on the reg- 
ulation will not be taken until the 
annual meeting next February, but 
since the committee on rules has 
sanctioned the proposition it is con- 
sidered as good as adopted even 
now. 

For some years there has been 
considerable friction among the 
makers of tennis goods. Because of 
the fact that the pastime was not 
generally played throughout the 
country, only the smaller concerns 
continued to make tennis equipment 
until very recent years. With the 
increase in popularity of the game, 
the ‘market for tennis equipment be- 
came quite lively and profitable, 


|with the result that some of the 


larger makers were attracted to 
the field. Then came the friction 

The various coups of advertising 
were turned upon the players, and 
one manufacturer hit upon the idea 
of making’ special rackets for cer- 
tain stars. Just what consideration 
was reached in these cnses has neVer 
been known. but it remains that 
ane monn facturer seemed to be more 
successful than all the others ‘in 
acquiring rights to name his rackets 
vier the stars. Then the trouble 
started. 

The manufacturers, however, have 
withdrawn gracefully from the 
squabble, and all of them have’ 
promised to cease naming their 
rackets and goods. From the man- | 
ufacturers there has not been even 
a hint as to their connection with 
the tennis stars, and under the as- 
sumption that it was “for the good 
of the game.” all hands seem to 
have arrived at the one opinion that 
the practice was entirely wrong 
George T. MeAdee, of the rules com- 
mittee. savs the racket makers gave 
the committee no trouble and that 
all of them promised—almost uneoli- 
citad—to cease naming their goods 
after the atars. when the objection 
of the national body was explained.

Frankie O’Neill 
Champion Jockey 
Lost to America 


St. Louis, Aupuyt 21.—The cham- 
pion jockey of thé world is lost to 
Amarica, according to announce- 
ment made in Paris recently that 
Frankie O'Neill, former St. Louis 
boy, had refused an offer to return 
to this country. O’Neill, now re- 
garded as the greatest jockey in 
Europe—and one of the greatest 
of all time—has settled permanent- 
ly in France, has pprchased a 
beautiful home and has signed con- 
tracts to ride for French patrons 
that will keep him engaged for a 
period of at least five more years. 

Magnates of the American turf, 
always eager to land the best for 
their mounts in this country, had 
little or no change ‘to persuade 
O’Neill to forsake France. The 
former St. Louis lad has been treat- 
ed royally in Europe, and he stil) 
nurses a grudge against some 
American owners who would not 
consider him several years ago 
when he would have been glad to 
accept a contarct to ride in his na- 
tive land, 


O'Neill's victory at Epsom 
Downs, on Spion Kop, was all that 
was needed to make him the fore- 
most rider in Europe, and assure 
him a place with the best riders ot 
all time. Since that memorabie 
achievement the diminutive Ameri- 
can has had things his own way. 
He has refused some of the best 
contracts ever offered a rider in 
Europe, but he has refused them to 
remain with those who befriended 
him in the early days when he was 
not so much in demand. 

The story of O'Neill's rise as a 
jockey reads like a /enener from 
“Afabian Nights.” first gained 
his love of turfdom at the tracks 
in St. Louis. He passed through 
the various stages from swipe to’ 
exercise boy, then finally got his 
start on the tracks through Mis- 
souri. He went to Europe to pilot 
the Vanderbilt horses about twelve 
years ago. Once on the other side 
of the Atlantic, the St. Louis boy 
seemed to get a death grip on syc- 
cess, for each of his races seemed 
better than the one before, and in 
a short time he was in demand ’by 
all of the leading stables. O'Neill 
is married and has several chil- 
dren. He can “°sstill make 115 
pounds without trouble. He draws 
a salary of $1,000 per month and 
easily earns as much as that on 
outside work. The news that he will 
not return here will dampen the 
enthusiasm of some of America’s 
leading turf patrons. 


New York Yanks Weak in Pitchers. 
When the 1920 baseball season 
started it was genérally believed 
that the New York Yanks had one 
of the strongest—if not the strong- 
est—pitching staffs-in the Ameri- 
can league. Mays, Quinn, Thor- 
mahlen, Mogridge, Shawkey. eétc., 
iooked like a mighty classy aggre- 
gation of twirlers—formidable 
enough to drive fear into the hearts 
of even such mighty swatsmiths as 
George Sisler. Tris Speaker, Joe 
Jackson and the many other demon 
American league sluggers. But alas. 
these pitchers are not coming 
through anywhere near as well as 
was expected, and .nere lies the sole 
reason why the Yanks are not now 
on the tov rung of the American 
learue ladder.

American Poloists 
Challenge Britons 


- For Titular Honors 


New York, August 21.—Now that 
America has safely defended the 
yacht trophy, eastern polo associa-—. 
tions are planning an internationaT 
match to return to this country the 
polo trophy which the famous Hurl- 
ingham players lifted several years 
ago. There is no chance for a 
meeting of the English and Ameri- 
can teams this year, but the com- 
mittee in charge intends to start 
work immediately with a view to 
having a match next summer. Louis 
E. Stoddard, member of the Ameri- 
can team of- 1915, is ‘in charge of 
the early arrangements. 

According to the discussions de- 
veloped at a recent committee meet- 
ing, American players are going to 
be more plentiful than ponies, there 
being but twenty first-class mounts’ 
in this country at the present time. 
It is said fifty ponies of the highest 
class will be needed before the 
match is arranged. ‘ 

Preliminary arrangements forthe 
big match also mean more than 
procuring first-class players and 
seasoned mounts, according to Mil- 
burn Devereaux, one of the greatest 
backhand players America ever 
had. Approaching an international 
contest, the members of the com- 
mittee are preparing to spend up- 
wards of $125.000 on the affair, this 
to include cost of shipment oft 
ponies and playeis, as well as the 
training expenses of the American 
team which will be obliged to start 
work with the first appearance of 
spring of 1921. 

The next match will; of course, 
take place in England. This is 
strictly in accord with the rules 
of international play. The English 
team lifted the cu at Meadow 
“Brook, Westbury, L. IL, in 1913. The 
Hurlingham club of England guar- 
antees an ideal spot for staging 
the big match, 

Mr. Stoddard brought out a rather 
novel point at the last committee 
meeting: when he declared the 
American players were not accus- 
tomed to playing before vast 
crowds. In order to give the play- 
ers this experience, it is suggest- 
ed that the public be admitted free 
to the trials before the team is 
finally selected, and this will prob- 
ably be done. It was the sense of 
the members of the committee that 
agents be appointed to scour the 
eountry for suitable mounts, and 
that these mounts be placed in 
training immediately. The commit- 
tee will spend $75,000 in the pur- 
chase of suitable ponies between 
now*and next March. The American 
club has nearly $150,000 in its 
treasury.

AMERICAN PEERESS 
ADMIRED AT SOURT 


London, August 21.—Of the many 
beautiful women who attended the 
two royal courts recently’ held by 
the king and queen at Buckingham 
palace, none attracted more admir- 
ing attention than her grace, Lady 
Nemborough, always acknowledged 
as being one of the handsGaee of 
American speeresses, | 

It seems strange indeed to have 
to speak of Lady Newborough as 
the dowager barenesg of her title, 
that designation being generally 
associated with old age. Her lady- 
ship, on the contrary, keeps 
appearance of youth, despite the 
fact that it is twenty years since 
first she came to’ England as a 
lovely young bride. The war, how- 
ever, turned many comparatively 
youthful peeresses into “dowar- 
ers,” and Lady Newborough is one 
of these, her husband, the fourth 
baron of his line, having died as 
the result of active service in 1916. 

After her husband’s death, Lady 
Newborough returned to the United 
States and was not in London 
again until March last, when her 
big circle of friends in Belgravia 
and Mayfair gave her an enthusi- 
astic welcome home. Since then she 
has been “seeh” almost every~ 
where, generally in the company 
of her attractive sister, the former 
Mrs. Samuel Sloan Chauncey, now 
the Hon. Mrs. Cecil ‘Edward Bing- 
ham, who has a beautiful home at 
Canterbury. 

Formerly Miss Grace Bruce Carr, 
she is the eldest daughter of the 
late Colonel Henry Montgomerie 
Carr, of Kentucky. She spent most 
of her youth in Europe and it was 
during a visit to Cairo that sne 
met her late husband, Lord New- 
borough, The latter succumbed 
promptly and married his American 
enslaver a few months later (in 
1900) at the Chapel Royal in the 
Savoy, the bride being given away 
by the late Joseph H. Choate, then 
American ambassador. Lord and 
Lady Nowborough were equally 


of their holidays aboard the baron’s 
‘luxurious and speedy “Fedora.” 

The present Baron Newborougn ts 
a lieutenant in the royal naval re- 
serve and helped to make naval 
history during the late unpleas- 
antness. About a - year ago he 
wrote to a London newspaper to 
tell how he had “dreamed” the 
winner of a fistic bout between 
Beckett, the present boxing cham- 
pion of England, and Frank God- 
dard, who went down to defeat on 
this occasion. Lord Newborough 
atates that, on the night preceding 
the match, he dreamt that Beckett 
put Goddard out in the second 
round. He jotted down a gtatement 
to this effect and gave it, in a 
sealed envelope, to one of his men 
servants, bidding the latter to open 
it when the result of the match 
was announced. As it turned out, 
Goddard did receive his quietus in 
the second round and his lordship 
may have thought of turning his 
accommodating dreams to profit- 
able use. If they gave him the re- 
sult of the last derby or the races 
between Shamrock and Resolute he 
must be considerably to the good 
financially.

But when the American 
Red Cross first visited it to offer 
help, they found only one doctor 
and one patient. The building had 
been striped by the Germans, but 
neither the doctor nor the patient 
seemed to take the lack of eanin- 
ment very much to heart. “You 
gee,” the dortor explained with -a 
smile, “‘we don’t have very many 
mad dog cases now, because the 
Germans ate up all the dogs.”

Americus — Flays Hard- 
wick.

Americus, Ga., August 21.—(Spe- 
clal.)\—Hon. Clifford Walker spoke 
here this morning before a crowd 
Of between five and six hundred 
people who filled the courthouse to 
overflowing. 

«Mr. Walker spoke for an hour and 
a half in the interest of his candi- 
dacy for the governorship. He de- 
voted the first portion of his speech 
to a concise outline of his plat- 


form of constructive policy for over- 
coming the spirit of radicalism and 
bolshevism. 

Mr. Walker advocates better edu- 
eational facilities. particularly for 
the young people of the country 
districts, contending that the 8&0 
per cent of Georgia-boys who live 
on the farms have a right to the 
same chances for high school edu- 
cation that the 20 per cent who 
live in the towns enjoy. He also 
stated his advocacy of a scheme of 
the best possible roads that our fi- 
naneial resources will allow in all 
sections and in every county of 
the state. He based‘ his plea for 
better roads on the argu” ‘t that 
it would encourage the people to 
closer intercourse and would tend 
to lessen the isolation of th- coun- 
try homes. 

Toward the close of his speech, 
Mr. Walker made his case against 
nis opponent, ex-Senator Thomas W. 
Hardwick. He carefully built up 
the evidence of Hardwick’s obstruc- 
tionist tactics during the war and 
of his association with Ludwig Mar- 
tens, self-styled ambassador of the 
Russian soviet government, and his 
eompanions. 

The speaker declared that any man 
who would continue for a fee or 
for any other cause, to give aid and 
counsel to men who had been found 
guilty by a senatorial investigation 
committee of spreading revolution- 
ary propaganda in America, was un- 
fit to be governor of Georgiz. 

He stated that Hardwick was not 
honest in his contention that he 
hated Martens and his associates 
and was merely representing them 
in a legal capacity. He ridiculed the 
idea that Martens would overloox 
all the legal brilliance of the cities 
of the north, to select a lawyer 
from Atlanta, who had not been in 
active ‘practice for twenty years, if 
that’ lawyer hated their cause, as 
Hardwick contends he does. He ar- 
raigned Hardwick for his disloyalty 
for his greed, for his slander against 
the American Legion, for his praise 
‘or Lincoln Johnson, negro repub- 
lican, and for his ingratitude to the 
man who had first given him his 
ehance for greatness, Thomas Wat- 
<on. He quoted Hardwick's diatribes 
against Watson in 1910 and his state- 
ment in 1916 that he would like 
to see Watson drawn and quartered. 

At the close of ‘Mr. Walker's 
speech many prominent citizens of 
Sumter county pledged him their 
votes and active support until the 
end of the campaign. Among them 
were practically ail the members of 
the Sumter bar, G. R. Ellis, promi- 
nent Americus business man: E. EB. 
Timmerman, member of the Georgia 
legislature from Sumter; N. A. Ray, 
L.. G. Council, president of the Plant- 
ers’ bank, and scores of others. 

Mr. Walker spoke Saturday aft- 
arnon in Richland and will con- 
tinue his campaign on Monday. 
speaging then in Cordele. He will

HARDING 10 ADDRESS

Newnan, Ga. August 21.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The coming of Governor 
Hugh M. Dorsey, to Newnan today, 
where he was accorded one of the 
most demonstrativé receptions ever 
given a candidate for office, de- 
veloped the fact that scores of for- 
mer Hoke Smith leaders in this city 
and immediate community have de- 
serted the senator, because of his 
record in consorting with the re- 
publicans and in framing up with 
Thomas E. Watson to repudiate the 
democratic administration. Members 
of the Coweta delegation in the 
convention of May 18 begged 
Senator Smith to perrhit a resolu- 
tien indorsing the administration to 
be put through, to which he turn- 
ed a deaf ear. They know his ac- 
tions, therefore, at first hand. 


Among these men to leave Smith 
are those who have been high in 
the Hoke Smith councils in Georgia 
for years, and have been looked 
upon not only as among his leaders 
in the Fourth congressional district, 
but in Georgia. Some of them even 
stayed with Senator Smith until 
after the April 20 primary, though 
bitterly criticising him for his ac- 
tivities with the republicans to de- 
stroy the peace treaty. When he 
joined into an alliance in the At- 
lanta convention of May 18, how- 
ever, with Georgia’s bitterest enemy 
of democracy, to discredit not only 
the administration but the national 
party, then the load was too heavy 
to carry further and the idol of 
former days was dropped by them,

BRUWN ANNOUNGES | 


PLATFORM IN RACE 


Makes His Position on. Or- 
ganized Labor Clear in 
Statement. : 


Colonel Walter R. Brown, of At- 
lanta, the latest entrant into the 


gubernatorial race, yesterday made 
public the platform on which he is 
running. The chief plank of his 
platform is the open shop for labor 
and supremacy of law in Georgia in 
labor disputes. In this connection 
Mr. Brown says: 

‘“‘No one will deny the right of any num- 
ber of our citizens to organize, so iong 
as they do not infringe upon the rights of 
others. Organized labor unions must un- 
derstand that the constitution of the state 
of Georgia and its laws are supreme, and 
no one shonld be permitted to issue a com- 
mand or order that would nullify or bring 
discredit npon the constitution and our laws. 
If at any time there should be an attempt 
to subvert the constitution or abridge the 
rights of individuals, the great seal of the 
state should be brought down with such 
force as to crush such unlawful and vicious 
efforts. 

‘‘There are a number of our valued citi- 
zens who are members of organized labor 
unions, who respect the constitution of the 
state and its laws, and stand for their en- 
forcement. The members of the unions have 
a right to cease working if they cannot 
agree with their employers, but they have 
no right or authority to say that a person 
not a member of their union has not the 
privilege to step in and take their place. 
I favor an open shop, so that everyone may 
have an equal and fair chance. Threats of 
any character and the dynamite stick have 
no place under the constitution of* Georgia 
to prevent a party from working when he 
so desires.’’

risings againstt he bolsheviki. The 
landing parties are reported to ag- 
gregate over 10,000. They were 
landed at Yiesk, on the southeast 
coast of the Sea of Azov, at Taman 
peninsula, and at Sochi on the 
Black sea. French warships cov- 
ered the landings, which apparently 
had as their design the envelopment 
of Novorossisk and Ekaterinodar

It was unofficially intimated at 
the foreign office today that the 
delays may be international, the 
Poles desiring to await the outcome 
of their new offensive. 


London, August 21.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—At the second 


sitting of the Russo-Polish peace 
conference Thursday at Minsk the 
head of the Polish delegation an- 
nounced Poland’s peace conditions 
to be the complete and inviolable 
independence of the Polish republic 
with no interference in its internal 
affairs, according to a wireless dis- 
patch received here from Moscow 
today. : 

The Polish delegate said Poland 
did not declare war. He asserted 
the Polish troops had occupied ter- 
ritory once belonging to Poland 
merely to attain the free decision 
of the peoples.themselves regard- 
ing their fate, and declared Rius- 
sia was trying by force to estab- 
lish a soviet regime in Poland. 

M. Danishevsky, chairman of the 
Russain soviet delegation, made a 
statement asserting the Ukraine 
was an independent republic allied ‘ 
to Russia. He therefore proposed 
that the Polish delegates obtain 
a supplementry mandate from the 
Polish government authorizing the 
delegation to conduct peace nego- 
tiations with the Ukraine. Then M. 
Danishevsky read the terms pro- 
posed. At the end of the session 
M. DanishevskKy protested against 
what he termed the Polish nolicy of 
dragging out the proceedings and 
asserted that all responsibility for 
the bloody consequences of such a 
policy would remain on the Polish 
delegates. ’ 


Warsaw, August 21.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—It is not believed 
here that the recent Polish-Russian 
military successes will materially 
change the program of the Polish 
delegation at present treating with 
the bolsheviki in Minsk. The news- 
papers express the belief that the 
bases of peace remain as follows: 

First—Poland will claim only the 
territories inhabited by a majority 
of Polish and Catholic population. 
(The soviet government does not 
contest this point. 

Second—Poland will claim for the 
peoples once forming a part of an- 
cient Poland the right freely to de- 
termine their lot. 

Third—The declaration of the 
soviet government on these points, 
which often has been repeated, but 
never realized, must be guaranteed 
by acts.

League of Nations. 

Governor Dorsey passed on to a

I am for the 
league of nations with reservations 
that will serve notice upon the na- 
tions of the world that the con- 
stitution of our fathers is and al- 
ways will be supreme, and that no 
war can be declared except by act 
both branches of our national 


congress. I am opposed to the 
nullifying reservations of . Henry 
Cabot Lodge, designed to destroy 
the greatest instrument of Chris- 
tian civilization, and which were 
supported by Senator Hoke Smith in 
his fight on our administration and 
upen the work of our great demo- 
cratic president.” 

Governor Dorsey then took up 
his two opponents, holding up the 
record of Senator Smith in consort- 
ing with republicans, in voting for 
the crucifying reservations to the 
treaty, and severely scored the sen- 
ate for its failure to ratify the 
treaty, thus leaving the nation 
technically at war, with its attend- 
ant unrest, not only at home but 
abroad.

Ponzi showed irritation 
counsel for the receiver asked 
whether he had told the truth when 
he informed Attorney General J. 
Watson Allen, of Massachusetts, 
that he had between six and eight 
millions in cash. For a time the 
hearing was stormy, the receivers 
charging that Ponzi was trying to 
deceive them and Ponzi’s counsel 
retorting with the assertion that 
their client was being brow-beaten. 

Little More Than Million. 

The checks and securities which 
Ponzi handed over to the receivers, 
as announced in the courtroom to- 
day, did not greatly exceed a mil- 
lion dollars. Edwin L. Pride, the 
accountant, who has been conduct- 
ing an audit for the federal author- 
ities, again estimated Ponzi’s liabil- 
ities at $7,000,000. Ponzi said he had 
additional assets, but did not indi- 
cate their amount, 

The only business of which Pride 
could find any trace, the auditor 
testified, was the issuing of notes 
for the amount of the Investment, 
plus 50 per cent, and the payment 
of early notes by the receipts from 
later ones. There was nothing in 
Ponzi’s books, he said, to indicate 
any business in international postal 
reply coupons, such as Ponzi claim- 
ed to be the basis of tremendous 
profits, 

It was brought out that Daniel 
V. MclIsaacs and Daniel H. Coakley 
of Ponzi's counsel. had received fees 
of $25,000 each. McIsaacs explained 
that the Hanover Trust company, 
in which Ponzj kept his principal 
account, had paid these sums on 
authorization from Ponzi. 

Ponzi'’s replies ‘9 questions by 
counsel for the receivers indicated 
ignorance of the conduct of his busi- 
ness affairs. He did not Know the 
names of his agents, was not fa- 
miliar with his accounts in several 
banks and was in doubt how many 
persons were authorized to draw 
checks in his name. He said he 
left most of these things to Miss 
Lucy Meli, the 18-year-old girl who 
was manager of his office. 

Certain Holdings. 

Mr. Dodge drew from. Ponzi a 
statement of certain holdings not 
previously of record by the receiv- 
ers, among them 1,600 shares of thd 
Hanover Trust company, the bank 
which collapsed when his business 
went to the wall. Amogg large 
payments, which he had made re- 
cently he mentioned $55,000 in set- 
tlement of the claim of Joseph Dan- 
lels, a furniture dealer. who be- 
cause he loaned Ponzi $200 at the 
outset of his career, sued him for 
$1.000.000 as a partner's share. 

Ponzi said that he had paid out 
to holders of matured or surrender- 
ed notes an aggregate of $7,500,006 
after his conference with state and 
federal authorities on July 26, and 
before payments were stopped two 
weeks hater.

During a brief stop in the city,

Reports Exaggerated. 

Many reports of the condition of 
tussian cities are exaggerated. One, 
to the effect that Moscow's trees 
have been cut down and wooden 
buildings razed, certainly seems un- 
true. Yet Moscow, like the entire 
country from Irkutsk to Petrograd, 
is in a frenzy of wood chopping in 
preparation for winter. 

Forests in the vicinity of the city 
are being cut and light railways 
laid to them. For a hundred miles 
southeast of Moscow the trees have 
been cut back from the railroads 
only fifty yards. After two years 
with wooed ag the chief fuel the lo- 
‘al resources appear hardly touched. 

The picture of Moscow which an 
American correspondent sees is-a 
censored view obtained while being 
piloted about by a bolshevik inter 
preter. Without this attendant, the 
correspondent could not leave the 
bolshevik guest house. The offi- 
cials continually probe visitors for 
their impressions, It is apparent 
that behind the curtain of appear- 
ances.is the real Moscow. The well- 
(iressed persons anpearing, it is said, 
are soviet officers and commissars 
and their friends or favorites, who 
have been permitted to requisition 
the supplies remaining in Moscow 
or heing sent in from Siberia and 
other reclaimed districts. 

Street Cars, Operating. 

The street cars, which seem to be 
operating normally, Serve to trane- 
port wood, grain, hay and troops as 
well as the usual passengers. The 
automobiles are the property of the 
government. 

The beazars give a fairly genuine 
insight into the real life of Moscow. 
, There a thovsand speculators, made 
up of soldiers. workmen and women, 
daily risi arrest for trading in sup- 
plies other than the black bread 
soup and cooked grain which the 

government has issued. 
Prices in the bazars' preclude 
purchases except by speculators anid 
by those earning more than. three 
to five thousand rubles’ monthly. 
the amount which the bolshevik! 
pay workmen. In these markets 
the American dollar brings from 
two to three thousand rubles. (The 
comparison with the American dol- 
lar’s value apparently pertains to 
the paper ruble.), 

While the masseg of the people 
struggle to obt@in a daily supply 
of food the extra-rationed classes 
of government officials eat plenti- 
fully of white bread and meat at 
the bolshevik guest house. The 
problem of obtaining food has be- 
come a chief concern to the cities. 
Garden-grown potatoes and cab-« 
bages are expected to. make the 
populous centers partia¥y independ- 
ent of the country for supplies this 
winter.

AFAVETTE AND FOCt 
HONORED BY KNIGHTS 


Metz, Alsace-Lorraine, August 21. 
(By the Associaced Press.)—Mar- 
shal Foch, standing at the foot 
of the statue of LaFayette just pre- 
sented to Metz by the Knights of 
today voiced his friend- 
ship for America and received from 
the Knights a jeweled baton and in- 
signia of his office as a marshal of 
France. He sat on the platform 
among the other notables, smiling 
when the compliments were trans- 


lated, but he was obviously deeply 
moved when the baton ceremony 
took place. 

It wes decidedly a Foch day. 
The marshal rose early and 
headed a procession of Knights into 
the old Cathedral, saying to the 
Knights: “I have come ‘o pray 
side by side with you for the Ameri- 
can hé@roes in the War.” 

The marshal took communion with 
the Knights during the solemn high 
8 gga mass celebrated by Bishop 
eit, ; 

The ceremony at the statue 
brought out the population of Metz 
and hundréds from the surrounding 
country. The city was decorated 
with American flags and it was a 
generrl holiday. The statue was 
veiled in silk, with an American flag 
draped neag the base. Around the 
platform wére grouped 3.000 chil- 
dren in native costume. Five thou- 
sand troops formed a guard of honor 
and thousands of civilians crowded 
the park sloping down toward the 
Moselle. 

“LaFayette, We Are Here.” 
Supreme Knight Flaherty, in pre- 
senting the statue, after the veil 
had been drawn aside, reminded 
those assemble of Pershing’s fam- 
ous words: “LaFayette, we gre here!” 
and added: ‘“‘LaFayette, we are still 
here,” 

In his speech of presentation, Mr. 
Flaherty spgid: 

“This noble figure of a French 
nobleman denotes more eloquently 
than I can sav the nature of this 
gift from the Knights of Columbus 
to the republic of France in memory 
of our common dead, who perished 
so that the liberty that Lafayette 
and Washineton fought for and won 
migrht be preserved to the world.” 

Mr. Flaherty said that the Knights 
of Columbus, as Catholic citizens of 
America, desired bv this memorial 
to commemorate forever the holy 
bond of union bétwéen France and 
America, sealed bv the blood of the 
French and American hero dead. 

William P. Larkin, of New York. 
supreme director-of the Knights of 
Columbus, delivered the oration of 
the day. He reviewed the historic 
relations hetween France and the 
Tnited States and told of the French 
Catholic clergy collecting $6,090,- 
000 to aid the colonies of America.

Dublin, August 21.—All _moderate 
sections of opinion in Ireland: are 
greatly interested in next Tuesday's 
conference, called to enable every 
shade of home rule sentiment to 
unite in a statement to Premier 
Lloyd-Gearge relative to the fu- 
ture government of the island. This 
statement will in particular detail 
what measures short of a republic 
will keep Ireland within the em- 
pire and which, though possibly op- 
posed by the Sinn Fein, may satisfy 
the general body of Irish opinion. 

The main point for discussion will 
be whether a demand should be 
made for a complete withdraawl of 
the Irish bill now before the house 
of commons, or whether an attempt 
should be made to graft onto it 4 
wide extension of powers, especially 
finance, which would make it ac- 
ceptable and workable. 

Joint Irish Stand. 

The party headed by Sir Horace 
Plunkett favors the complete with- 
drawal of the bill and the estab- 
lishment of a convention elected 
‘on proportional representation from 
all Ireland to put forward a joint 
Irish plan. Stephen Gwin, former 
member of the house of commons 
and his group, believe.the govern- 
ment’s commitments ta Sir Edward 
Carson, the Ulster leader, would 
make this impracticable. 

.An attempt has been made to as- 
sociate with the meeting leading 
Irishmen, who, though not declared 
Sinn Feiners, are in the confidence 
of that organization. Among them 
is Lawrence O'Neill, lord mayor of 
Dublin, but it is known he intends 
to hold aloof. 

It is regarded as certain that 
Premier Lioyd-George will receive 
a deputation from the conference, 

matter what its decision may be. 
The Sinan Fein attitude toward the 
eonference is put in a few words 
by Arthur Griffith, founder of the 
Sinn Finn organization, in the lead- 
ing article of this week's Young 
Ireland. s 

_“England’s policy toward Ireland, 
he says, “was disclosed this week. 
The republic is to be ravaged while 
dupes are to be set clamoring for 
dominion home rule in order that 
the attention of the world may be 
distracted and the muinas of other 
nations confused.” 

Ireland Drifts to Anarchy. 

Cork, August 21.—The deputy 
lieutenants of County Cork. sum- 
moned to a meeting today by the 
Earl of Bandon, king’s lieutenant 
of Cork, today passed the following 
resolution: 

“We realize that in recent years 
the government has failed to secure 
observance of the law and has lost 
the confidence of all classes. We 
gee Ireland rapidly drifting to 
anarchy and we therefore feel thar 
our duty to our country and the 
empire forces us to acquiesce in the 
only solution of the existing trou- 
ble which appears to offer the pros- 
pect of a lasting peace to Ireland. 

“As the bill now before parlia- 
ment is not acceptable to any party 
in Ireland, we are of the opinion 
that an immediate effort should be 
made to settle the question by pro- 
visions which, while preserving 
Ireland within the empire and safe- 
guarding the security of Great 
Britain, will give effect to the de- 
sire of a majority of the Irish 
people for self-government with 
adequate control of all Trish affairs, 
including taxation. 

“We urge upon the government 
that every month’s delay in adopt- 
ing this course renders the situa- 
tion more dangerous and the chance 
of an agreement more remote.

The browhead coast guard station 
has been burned by armed and 
masked men.

Of Draft Who F led 
U.S. Are Homesick 


Ask Conditions of Return 
in Letters Which Indi- 
cate Scores of Americans 

Are in South America, 
Afraid to Leave. 


Washington, August 21.—When 
the United States declared war and 


prepared to draft men under 31 
years of age, it was easy for 
“George Monroe,” a man of 29, 
to depart quietly for South America, 
to become “a man without a coun- 
try.” 

Now, Monroe, who once served 
three years in the United States 
army, longs for his home. But he is 
battling with pride. He has declared 
he will never return if he must go 
to jail. The last letter received 
from Monroe indicates a wavering 
In this resolution, brought only by 
the desire he cannot overcome. 

Officers of the adjutant general's 
staff gave the United News copies 
of letters written by Monroe. Sim- 
ilar messages from men in countries 
south of the Rio Garande, who are 
listed among the. 173,000 draft de- 
serters, lead the officers to conclude 
that Monroe’s bitteress and longing 
are typical of the price that hun- 
dreds of former Americans are pay- 
ing for their hasty choice to “go 
south” rather than fight. 

Monroe himself tells of other out- 
casts he has mé@t who fear to let 
their South American employers! 
know their records. The war de- 
partment withholds Monroe's real | 
name,- His present address is Pach- 
achaca, Peru, where the letters were 
written. ‘ 

Posed as British Citizen. 

Monroe registered while at -Mon- 
treal on June 12, 1917, where he had 
escaped Previous service in the 
Canadian forces by his American cit- 
izenship. He says he did go to 
France for a brief period of ambu- 
lance service. Monroe gave a Texas 
address in registering. He did not 
notify his Texas draft board when 
he came to New York in November. 
1917, and registered again. Immedi- 
ately afterwards, he posed as a Brit- 
ish citizen to get a passport, and 
sailed for Panama and then to Peru. 

“At the time I reached Peru, sen- 
tences that would have shamed the 
Kaiser and all his flock were be- 
ing passed by hysterical judges in 
the United States of America against 
those who made the least slip,” 
Monroe declares bitterly in his first 
homesick letter from Peru. He 
continues: 

“The time has come when I must 
finally decide for alltime, probably, 
either to make my home in South 
America, or make it in the United 
States. If the unfortunate sequel 
of events here presented must be of 
a prison sentence upon my return, 
I wil) forever stay clear of the 
United States. I could afford to 
pay a heavy fine but go to jail— 
such nature that they might entail 
never. 

“There are many other men, some 
of them quite young, who are here 
in Peru, and all along this coast, 
and I dare say scattered all over 
South America, who have been guil- 
ty of some triviality in the United 
States during the war, and who are 
afraid of returning or of writing, 
lest in the latter event, the offi- 
cers to whom they write take a 
kind of spite out of the men by 
trying to find their employers here 
and having them fired. 


*Homesickness.” 


“I will not, however, disguise my 
intense desire to return to the 
United States. It is not a ques- 
tion of money, for I can make more 
in South America. It is a senti 
ment more akin to homesickness 
than anything else.” 

“Three months have now passed 
since I wrote you gentlemen, and 
I have received no answer,” the last 
letter recently received from Mon- 
roe says. 

“Il today regret that I did not 
stay in the United States and join 
the colors. But I will not return 
to the United States before being 
thoroughly satisfied that if 1 am 
tried, it will be pour la,.form, to 
—comply with the requirements of 
law and with, thea distinct assur- 
ance that I won't be railroaded like 
Bergdoll was for five years’ penal 
servitude. 

“Please inform me at the earli- 
est moment if you are looking into 
the matter of my status. Any fur- 
ther information will be cheerfully 
submitted. But 1 wish to know if 
anything is being done, to inform 
me where I stand in this busi- 
ness.” 

Monroe’s answer is on its way, 
a brief one from Adjutant General 
Harris, written in the third per- 
son. which says: 

“Upon his return to the United 
States,. he should report to the mili- 
tary authorities, giving all the facts 
in his case in order that the mat- 
ter may receive nrompt and careful 
consideration. [If he was errone- 
ously listed as a deserter, that fact 
will develop upon consideration of 
his case when he presents himself 
to the military authorities.’ 

Unofficially, it Is said that cases 
similar to Monroe’s have been pun-, 
ished with six months’ imprison- 
ment.

For the war department an- 
nounces that time put in in rege 
ular army service abroad after Au- 
gust 1 of this year would. not be 
counted toward the winning of those 
gold V's on the left sleeve—one 
for every six months in foreign 
service. No reason was assigned 
but since it seems that Genera] Al- 
len’s force is due to remain in oc- 
cupied Germany for some time to 
come, the department’s idea was 
doubtless to keep the accumulating 
service stripes from overflowing 
from a@ man's sleeve up into his 
neck. Shortage of braid in the 
world's gold market, caused by the 
resumption of activity on the part of 
the ancient and honorable artillery 
company of Boston, the governor's 
foot guard of Connecticue, and the 
old guard of New York, may have 
had something to do with it.

Never in Chicago’s long crime his 
tory have so many hangings heen 
in the offing.

“The man who keeps his battery 
up to the mark by recharging and 
putting in water when needed de- 
Serves considerable credit,” says S. 
B. Mellen, Willard service station 
dealer, “but he hasn’t gone the 
limit by any means. 


“Conscientious battery care ought | 


also to include attention to the 
outside of the battery—the cass 
terminals, connectors, and so on. 

“When too much water is put in, 
the solution is sure to splash out 
a little at a time, and will eat the 
wood of the battery case. Never 
put any more water than is nec- 
essary to bring the level of the 
electrolyte to 3-8 of an inch above 
the top of the insulators. If any 
solution is accidentally spilled on 
the battery box, it should be re- 
moved with a piece of waste soak- 
ed in strong ammonia. 

“Terminals should always be kept 
clean and tight. For protection 
against solution they should be 
coated with vaseline.”

ficient supPly, cotton is selling today 
‘at a price far below the cost of

“The mills in England and in a 
‘large portion of America have gone

-Yecord-breaking period of prosperi- 
ty which they have just passed 
through, and the unheard of earn- 
ings made. 

“The markets of central Europe, 
notwithstanding their pressing needs 
for low-grade cotton, are unable to 
obtain Same, 

Cotton States Organized. 

“The fourteen cotton-producing 
states are organized and united as 
never before,and are determined to 
fight to the last ditch for a square 
deal. Under no conditions will they 
sacrifice their cotton crop, which Ii» 
desperately needed by the world, at 
unprofitable ‘prices. Based upon 
supply and demand, this crop should 
bring a far higher price than any 
price Since the close of the world 
war, and the south is determined 
not to permit a renetition of the 
«crime of 1914. It is prepared to de- 
fend itself today. Cotton will go 
into the warehouses and the lands 
will be entirely planted in food 
crops this fall and next spring, if 
necessary to do thig to prevent the 
commerical murder which is being 
attempted. 

Montgomery Convention, 

“In response to the urgent re- 
quests referred to, from eVery sec- 
tion of the cotton belt, a call has 
been issued by President Wanna- 
maker, of the American Cotton asso- 
ciation, for a convention of the na- 
tiona] board of directors, finance 
and executive committees, and mem- 
pers of the association, to be held in 
Montgomery, Ala., September Y, 2 
%’, for the purpose of recommending 
a minimum price for cotton and 
cotton seed, and of forming plans 
and waging a campaign in every 
section of every county and parish 
in the’ cotton-producing states for 
planting the largest acreage in 
smali grain this fall and food and 
feed crops next spring, ever planted 
in the history of the south, it being 
decided to tollow this course, after 
investigation as to the needs of the 
world for food and feed crops. 

“On account of the enormous 

shortage of labor inthe south, this 
_will enable the cultivation of these 
crops (oO advantage, as they re- 
quire far less labor and expense in 
cultivation, and do ndt embrace the 
great hazardous risk in production 
that cotton does. — 
“Systematic efforts will be put into 
force that will assure the absolute 
certainty of the largest reduction in 
cotton acreage for 1921.ever made 
in the south. ‘ 

“The national financial committee, 
of which B. F. McLeod, of Charles- 
ton, S. C., is chairman, with repre- 
Sentatives from every -cotton-pro- 
ducing state in the union, will meet 
with the nationa) executive commit- 
tee On September 1, and prepare a 
detailed report to be submitted to 
the national] board of directors when 
that board convenes on September 2. 

“On account of the enormous in- 
crease in the scope of the work of 
the American Cotton association, the 
board of directors will subdivide 
and systematize the work into varl- 
ous departemnts, electing one of the 
most prominent and successful men 
of the south as vice president and 
general manager. They will also 
elect experts to head the various 
departments, each with a full work- 
ing force, So as to absolutely assure 
the fact that the American Cotton 
association will become a powerful 
und potential factor in the agricul- 
tural and commerical fife of the 


“south and assure the placing of the 


handling and marketing of the 
American cotton crop upon an effi- 
cient and economical business 
basis.

“The report of the special com- 
mittee on co-operative marketins 
be given special consideration

“We are face to face with the 
absolute certainty of the greatest 
acreage in food and feed crops this 
fall and the coming spring ‘fever 
planted in the south and the most 
drastic reduction in cotton acreage 
in the last fifty years. The yield 
from the coming crop will be: far 
helow the latest indicated yield. 
Marked deterioration is setting in 
throughout the length and breadth 
of the cotton belt. The low grades 
will be left in the fields for the 
cattle and for compost, so that 
we are absolutely certain of not 
only another short crop, but the 
shortest cfop produced in the last 
six years. 

“Through these and other means 
which are certain to be adopted the 
intended commercial murder of the 
south will be prevented, the crime 
of 1914 will not be repeated and 
the life of the south. will be saved.

“The problem is not one for the 
farmers alone to deal with; neither 
is it one which concerns only one 
section of the state. It is a state- 
wide problem, which requires co- 
operation of business men, bankers, 
railroad men and others.” 

The Oklahoman and the farmers 
and business men of its state are 
right; for any situation, acute or 
otherwise, that affects the trans- 
portation of foodstuf*s is a prob- 
lem, not for any class of citizens, 
but for the whole people to solve, 
and its solution can be brought 
about only by the co-operation of 
all classes and interests. 

According to cur Oklahoma con- 
temporary, thera are “hundreds of 
motor trucks in the state which 
could be utilized to carry. the grain 
from the farms to storage houses,” 
and in that way to conserve a valn- 
able food crop in which every one 
in.

Thus is the motor truck coming 
to the rescue where the railroad 
has failed; and what is being done 
in Oklahoma only goes to show 
that the day of the motor truck is

And with protected housetops, 
their droning sound in the dark- 
ness will have a tendency to sing 
the sleepless to rest!

The Danger Which Now 
Threatens Poland May 
Eventually Threaten 
England, France and the 
United States. 


BY FANK H. SIMONDS., 

New York, August 21.—The de- 
velopments in the case of Poland 
have demonstrated once mare the 
impossibility of preserving an al- 
liance between nations once the 
absence of immediate and general- 
ly recognized perils leaves every 
nation free to concentrate its at- 
tention upon ‘its own private in- 
_terests anc problems. 

The invasion of Belgium carried 
with it an immediate threat to 
Britain. The Germany of William 
Il. at Antwerp and on the Belgian 


' coast was as unmistakable a men- 
ace 


to English existence as the 
presence of the French of Napoleon 
on the same shores. As a conse- 
quence Britain took up arms to 
defend, not Belgium primarily, but 
British security menaced by Ger- 
man approach. 

But the invasion of Poland car- 
ries witti it no similarly immediate 
menace to Britain and the British 
pulse remains calm, even when the 
very existence of Poland is in ques- 
tion. To be sure Lloyd-George de- 


mands that the bolshevists respect 


the territorial integrity of Poland, 
but he consents in advance that 
Russia shall take guarantees, 
which amount to the extinction of 
Polish independence by the depri- 
of the means to 
‘defend herself. 

Yet this is, in fact, the largest 
of support George can 
‘ possibly offer Poland, given his po- 
jitieal situation at home. Labor is 
“net alone determined that there 
shall be no new war, but resolved 
to see in any foreign policy which 
contemplates war. even in defense 
of An ally, aggressive and reac- 
tionary influences. 

Attitude of British Labor.

All Fought Bolsheviki. 

It is true that the Polish attack 
apon Russia, 80 far as it was an 
attack, and in reality it was no 


more than the anticipation of ay, 
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blow already prepared, received n 
sanction from the allies. Yet eac 
nation had similarly made w 

upon the reds. We all had troops 
in Russia who fought the bolshev- 
ists. We all + have contributed 
money and supplies to Kolchak, 
Denikin, Yudenitch, to the Poles 
themselves. 

The ench frankly, the British 
ministry with little secrecy, the 
American government with no se- 
crecy whatever, hoped that the Poles 
would be successful, because all 
three governments recognized in the 
reds an enemy whose defeat was 
essential to the restoration of real 
peace in the world. But the diffi- 
culty was that, while Poland was 
suffered to embark upon her ad- 
venture, with only hypocritical 
warnings designed to enable appre- 
hensive statesmen to escape, if the 
consequences were unfortunate, she 
Was not supported sufficiently to 
make victory possible. 

It was the duty of the nations 
either to forbid the Polish adven- 
ture or to underwrite it. It was 
impossible for the nations to es- 


cape responsibility for what was a 
new and considerable war. 
Peles Net Warned. 

Had Britain, France and the 


United States, with Italy as well, 
frankly announced that an offen- 


sivé by the Poles woul eprive 
the Poies of all claim n them, 
but that an attack b reds upon 
Poland, unprovoke y the Poles 


would be accepted as a casus belli 
by all four governments, then Po- 
land would have been. compelled 
to accept the western decision or 
take risks which no Polish govern- 
ment would undertake. 

But nothing of the sort happened. 
Military men warned the Poles 
against too wide extension of their 
lines, western statesmen made clear 
their hope that Poland would at- 
tack and win, while covering their 
home fronts by reading into the 
record of secret conferences, a for- 
mal and face-covering protest, The 
powers did nothing to encourage, 
nothing to prevent the offensive. 
It was in fact no more than a@ case 
where the western powers, through 
their statesmen, suffered if they did 
not inspire an attack, with the’ in- 
tention to excuse themselves by dis- 
claiming responsibility if It failed, 
but with the clear perception that 
Success Would enormously advance 
their own policies. 

It is nothing short of sheer cow- 
ardice now to attempt to saddle 
Poland with the whole responsibil- 
ity for the campaign which ended 
in disaster. It is not less crass 
inveracity. All the western gov- 
ernments hoped that the Poles 
would defeat the reds, for they rec- 
ognized quite aceurately that the 
reds were their enemies, recognized 
that the Polish operation was only 
One more such a venture as they 
had indulged in themerelves so fre- 
quently, following the armistice. 
Allied policy was no more than the 
brutal determination to let Poland 
bear the burden. to profit by Polish 
success‘and if suecess did not come, 
to saddle Poland with the responsi- 
bilitties and consequences, 

Poland was, before all else. the 
ereation and the ward of the na- 
tions which defeated Germany. It 
was at all times within their nower 
to control that ward. But it was 
essential as a condition to exercis- 
ing such control to runarantee the 
security of Poland. Yet no decla- 
ration of any of the great powers 
prescribed a Polish course and 
promised that fidelity to the pre- 
eents therein set forth would insure 
the arrival of British, French. Itelian 
and Ameriean troons on the Bune. 
at ta Vistula. if Poland were in- 
vaded. 

Sought Military Security. 


The whole issue lies there. If Po- 
land were not assurted of security 
within the frontiers fixed by the 
Paris conference, then she was 
bound to seek military security by 
advancing to frontiers which were 
defensible, as the boundaries fixed 
at Paris were not. But the pow- 
ers which hastened to lay down 
Polish frontiers which were inde- 
fensible and did violence to all Pol- 
ish traditions, were not prepared 
to ofier any guarantee for these 
restricted and arbitrary boundaries. 
So Poland adventured eastward, was 
defeated and fell. 

And having failed she is thrown 
off by her creators. Over the heads 
of his Polish allies, Lloyd-George 
tells the réds exactly how much they 
can safely take. Germany used to 
assert that she did not intend to de- 
prive Belgium of independence, but 
only to take guarantees that Bel- 
gium would not again become the 
agent of France and Britain. But 
the guarantees which Russia is au- 
thorized by George to ask of Poland 
are no less than Germany used to 
Suggest. for Bsigium. Poland is to 
be disarmed, her military force re- 
stricted to numbers which make 
all resistance to Russia or to Ger- 
many quite imvossible. 

Now this means only one thing, it 
means that the allied nations have 
not only been defeated in war, but 
have renounced their interest in 
their Polish ally to the enemy. Po- 
land henceforth depends, not upon 
the west but unon the east. All 
independence, all association with 
the west, these disappear. Poland 
has fnilen, she passes into the cir- 
cle of.the new Russian orbit. The 
west will not defend her, she can- 
not defend herself, all is permitted 
to Lenin and Trotzkv, provided only 
they sive superficial assent to the 
frontiers fixed bv the Paris ceon- 
ference and by word acknowledge 

""~ee of Poland. 

But in realitv what is thie inde- 
pendence? A Roland of 20,000,000 of 
People, with defenseless frontiers, 
nossessing an army of 50,000 men, 
forbidden to draw equipment or mu- 
nitions from the west, consenting to

Permits Russian Control.

some 200,000 British troops are ac- 
tively employed. Grant that 
George, if he were able to follow 
his own instincts, which are often 
amazingly accurate, would rush 
troops to Poland to defend a bul- 
wark of the west against Russian 
anarchy, the bitter truth for him 
t _— — 1 must accommodate 
8 toreign policy to his domes 
political situation. a 
And so far as the United States 
is concerned, suppose that Presi- 
dent Wilson recognized the present 
situation in Poland as one which 
imposed immediate 
upon all the nations which were 
represented at Paris. I am by no 
means attempting to assert what 
the president’s thought is, but sup- 
pose he did believe that the United 
States as a matter of honor, as a 
matter~of wise policy. since bol- 
shevism is our enemy, ought there-

Fisher to Quit 


Still Retains Title and 


Connection With the 
Coweta Fertilizer Com- 
pany, of Atlanta. |

Harry Fisher is going to retire 


from business after fifty-five yearn | 


of active service. 

He will retain his title and con- 
nection as president of the Coweta 
Fertilizer company, but will sever 
his connection as division manager 
for the Virginia-Carolina Chemical 
company, which he has held for the 
last fifteen years, with offices im 
Atlatna. 

When Mr. Fisher told me was 
going to retire I asked him how 
old he was, and, thinking he said 
58, I put it down that way. 

His clear eye saw the notes five 
feet away, and he said: 

“T think you're flattering me. I 
said 68, but the truth is I don’t feel 
agg 

) Doesn’t Act It. 

He neither feels 68 nor acts it,,bu 
that is the number of years he will’ 
have rounded out on August 28, 
next, and on September 1 he pro- 
poses to retire with Mrs. Fisher to 
the quietude of his old home at 
Newnan and settle down to real 
work, 

That is, he is going to retain the 
presidency of the Coweta Fertilizer 
company under the old arrange- 
ment, with full authority, and. with 
the understanding that_he doesn’t 
even have to sign his name, unless 
he wants to. 

The truth of the matter is, how- 
ever, that having worked hard ali 
his life, it is going to be a difficult 
matter for him to break away, un- 
less he goes fishing That's his 
favorite recreaticn, and if anyohe 
tells him where there is some good 
fishing to be had, he may get a 
little rest In his declining years. 

Legion of Friends. 

Most of Harry Fisher’s friends— 
and they are numbered by the 
legion—have -always thought he 
was a native Georgian. He is a 
pretty well adopted one, but, in fact, 
he was born in Camden, S. C., some 
sixty-eight years ago. 

Harry C. Fisher is his full name, 
but it is doubtful if any of his 
friends know about that middle 
initial. It has always been just 
“Harry.” ' 

Coming to Atlanta in 1866, he 
went with the Atlanta National 
bank, which had just been organ- 
ized, as office boy and collector. 
In fact, as he put it, “I did just 
anything they wanted me to’ do 
about the place.” That was in ihe 
Cays when General Alfred Austell 
was president, W. H. Tyler was 
cashier and Paul Romare, who mar- 
ried Miss Fisher, “Harry’s” sister, 
Was general bookkeeper. 

Spirit pf Progress. 

In his office boy position he 

Showed he had the true spirit of 


the unhappy Serbs, Poles, Ruman-~- 
ians and Greeks: Threaténed them 
with dire .vengeance if they did 
not abey the decisions of the “big 
four,” imposed upon them  settle- 
ments which not only did violence 
to their rights, but compromised 
their security. But how when at 
least one of these wards stands on 
the brink of final ruin what are 
Britain, France and the United 
States doing to save them? Just 
nothing. George is talking directly 
to the reds with something of the 
traditional tone that nervous peo- 
ple sometimes adopt to wild ani- 
mals, “pretty tiger,’”’ “did the 
naughty Poland step on his toes;

mised, the old dangers and the old 
perils of 1914 return. Russo-German 
combinations are not only possible, 
but likely, and the next obstacle 
to such an alliance after Poland 
is France. The French would fight 
the reds, but mainly with British 
and Amercan§ troops. Has not 
France made the great sacrifice in 
the German war, are not her dead 
far more numerous than British and 
American combined, her * provinces 
devastated where American and 
British fields are f{ntact, her gains 
from victory slight. while British 
are enormous? Is it for the Brit- 
ish and the Americans to meet this 
new danger, the peril of France as 
to themselves? Such is the French 
logic, but for Poland it leads to 
nothing, it falls upon deaf ears In 
London and Washineton or rather 
it rouses impatient responses in 
both quarters. 

Nor is it less a fact that the com- 
ing of the war has demonstrated 
that at least three great powers, 
themselves a signatory to the 
treaty, Britain, France and Italy. 
are taking such action as they have 
taken solely with reference to 
their own domestic or foreign in- 
terests. 

Theoretically the world e#hould 
now spring to arms to defend Poland 
from extinction, theoretically it 
should have regulated Polish policy 
from the outset, accepting respon- 
sibility but imposing its own views 
as to methods, but it did nothing 
when Poland was preparing to act, 
it ts doing nothing now when that 
Polish action has led to ruin. 

And the reason is obvious, in 
moments of acute persona] daner 
we may think internationally, that 
is we may consider how manv neo- 
ples, in danger as we are, will heln 
us to meet the common foe. But 
save in such moments. when the 
peril is personal, we are bound to 
think personally. The Vistula its 
remote from the Thames and the 
Potomac.

Goes Back to Newnan. 
While he is going back to New- 
nan to spend his remaining years, 
he really belongs to Atlanta. It 
was here he began his business 
career and here that he closed it. 
It was about 1907 that he was call- 
ed to Atlanta as division manager 
of the Atlanta sales division of the 
Virginia-Carolina Chemical compa- 
ny, with offices in the Forsyth 
bullding. His territery covered 


the way from $20 up to $75 a ton, 
and ke has seen its consumption -i 
cultivation of Georgia crops grow 
from less than half a million tons 
up to 1,200,000 tons and more. 

He had almost forgotten that he 
had even held a political office. 
Back in °85 he was elected mayor 
of Newnan after a two days’ cam- 
paign. There was a man running 
whom “many of the good folks of 
Newnan didn’t like, and. when they 
talked it over someone remarked.

Those were -.the only times he 
ever actually held political otfice, 
but he was always interested in 
politics, and until a few years ago 
took an active part solely in hehalf 
of friends. The friends who reaily 
drew him into it were the late Toa 
Terrell and the late W. Y..Atkin- 
son. For them he was alwiys 
ready to take off his coat and “go 


to it,” forgetting there was even 
such a thing as business,

that he sold his home in Newnan.

New York, August 21.—(Special.) 
The expectation that money condi- 


tions will soon improve has made 
the rank and file of the securities 
traders quite bullish and there are 
indications that the upward move- 
ment which started two weeks ago 
will be resumed quite soon. The 
reactionary tendency in much of 
the past week was due mostly by 
bear raids, which were to some ex- 
tent successful owing to the fact 
that high money rates and a scar- 
city of loanable funds prevented 
heavy buying. The foreign news 
and various unfavorable develop- 
ments here were used as the excuse 
for conducting new raids on the 
market. It was very noticeable 
that hardly any long stock appear- 
ed in the selling, a great part of it 
being distinctly for short account. 


As far as liquidation Is cencerned, 
the market as a whole is sold out, 
although a few stocks still are un- 
der a little actual liquidation. The 
selling of sugar stocks during the 
past weeds on further reductiong in 
the price of raw and refined sugar, 
the selling of the automobile and 
rubber stocks on bad trade news, 
the selling of. shippi shares on 
the reduction tn ocean freight rates 
and of the equipments on reports 
that the railroads Nave not yet 
started buying ears and locomotives 
on an important scale, were all ac- 
companied by a certain amount of 
real liquidation, but in nearly all 
of these groups it is believed that 
the low p ean of prices recently 
reached Have quite fully discount- 
ed the current bad news. 


Resist Depression. 


The oil, steel, railroad and many 
specialty stocks resisted the at- 
tempts to depress them and as a. 
rule quickly recovered when the 
pressure was lifted. In the rail- 
road stocks the buying continues 
to be of the best quality, many 
rails being purchased by people 
who are not speculatively inelined, 
but who are buying outright to 
hold for a long time for probably 
much higher prices, It is believed 
to be but a question of money ac- 
commodations pefore a market is 
built around he more promising 
railroad stocks which will result 
in very material advances in them. 
There is also talk of a new “boom” 
in the oil stocks, that is those of 
the established companies. A close 
scrutiny of the money _ situation 
seems to lend hope to those who 
are bullish that there will be easier 
money within the next few weeks 
and that the general public will 
rush into the speculative game 
again, Sapereny in the rails and 

se of easier money, 


bull market ts based. 

The bank ‘position of the country 
as a whole is poar, as compared 
with normal conditions, but when 
it is considered that the greatest 
strain of the year is on now, with 
crop moving. demanding huge 
funds, the bank condition can be 
eonsidered fairly favorable. It is 
evident that the biggest demand 
for funds which has been known, 
both relatively and actually, in the 
history of this country is being suc- 
cessfully met, after many Weeks 
of pruning of all weak loans and 
of preparation for the current drain 
on all sources of loans. The demand 
for call money has been light, but 
there Were several advances in call 
rates to 8 and 9 per cent during the 
ast week. Time funds were free- 
y bid for at 8% to 9 per cent with 
not much available. 

Exchange Declined. 


Although British exchange held 
up fairly well during the past week, 
several other foreign exchange 
rates declined sharply, most 
especially German marks, which 
went to about.2 cents as compared 
with 2% cents per mark a few 
weeks ago. The weakness _ in 
marks was due to heavy selling 
by speculators, most of whom paid 
higher prices for German money 
and have finally taken a loss rather 
than hold any longer. Offerings of 
bills of exchange against cotton 
and grain shipments have contin- 
yed heavy. 

The economic conditions affect- 
ing the “high cost of living’ have 
slowly worked out some of the 
predictions made by close observers 
six months ago. It was said, for 
instance, that there was 50 much 
speculation in sugar that the price 
would not hold up until the end of 
the year, when a new cro is about 
ready to be harvested. ith this 
new supply not yet in any way in 
sight, sugar has dropped several 
cents a pound. Wholesale prices 
of refined at the Atlantic seaboard 
have been reduced from a high of

25 cents a pound to 17 cents, the 
latter having been reached after a 
reduction of 4 cents at one time. 
he famine price predicted for 
grain and food have not been real- 
ized, as the changes in the labor 
situation released sufficient farm 
help to prevent the great losses 
redicted several months ago by 
armers. Clothing and cloth, also 
textile raw materials, tend steadily 
lower, although a brief recovery in 
prices for them is prediéted for the 
opening of the autumn retail sea- 


son. 
Labor Feels Boomerang. 


The general labor situation is 
feeling the effects of'the workings 
of economic laws. In many lines, 
when business was halted by high 
prices, that is when consumers fail- 
ed to continue buying because of 
the high cost, there waSsharp cur- 
tailment and many thousands of 
employees in each industry so af- 
fected have been out of work for 
short periods, or in some cases for 
many weeks. This is having its 
reactions in many expected and 
some unexpected forms,. Among 
them is an increasing opposition on 
the part of employers to increasing 
pay or shortening hours of work, 
the opposite tendency being noted 
in many lines. There is less talk of 
strikes, probably because of the 
fact that there are plenty of people 
out of work to act as strike-break- 
ers in some labor centers. More at- 
tention to increasing production 
and lowering the cost of it per unit 
is reported by many employers. 

The automobile industry is ap- 
arently expecting a revival in buy- 
ng for a brief period at least, as 
prices for several cars have been 
advanced in the last few weeks. 
At the moment there are no indi- 
cations that the expected buying 
is to materialize, as recent selling 
has been on a greatly reduced scale 
and there is also increasing compe- 
tition from second-hand cars. Banks 
are reported to be bringing more 
and more pressure against selling 
agencies which finance much of 
their business with borrowea 
money against time payments by 
the buyer. Therefore, unless the 
outlook improves, it is probable 
that the automobile industry will 
soon be in a period of comparative 
depression, where&s it was not long 
ago that most manufacturers were 
far behind in their deliveries, The 
tire business is also facing a semi- 
depression, especially as the break 
in raw rubber prices has unsettled 
Sentiment in all lines of trade 
where rubber is used. 


Oll Supply Question. 


The registration of automobiles 
in the United States, pleasure and 
commercial, exceeded 7,500.000 in 
1919. Including these sold since (in 
excess of those no loner in use) 
and the probable number in use 
but not registered, it i# estimated 
that above 9,000,000 pleasure cars 
and business automobiles and 
trucks are in actual operation to- 
day. There was an increase of 1.- 
500,000 in 1919 over the previous 
year, and probably more than that 
should be added in computing the 
1920 addition. Automobile sales will] 
probably be much smaller in the 
next twelve months than in the past 
twelve, but if only 500,000 more are 
added in the next year, it will add 
also a serious question of supply 
and demand for oil producers and 
refiners to answer. They are just 
managing to supply the present de- 
mand, with no. increase in the sup- 
ply of crude oil in sight, hence 
no present probability that there 
will be enowgh gasoline to g0 
around next year. Whatever may 
be the general view of the value 
of automobile stocks, there can be 
little question but that the oil coin- 
panies in a position to deliver crude 
oil to refiners and oil products to 
consumers are going to be more 
prosperous than ever. It is on this 
prospect that the talked-of boom 
in oll stocks is based. 

number of states have either 
declared definitely’ for higher in- 
trastate railroad freight and pas- 
senger rates or have indicated wil- 
lingness to allow them, but a few 
have denied the requested advancocs. 
This will result in a certain amount 
of confusion in gd tgp and some 
roads will not benefit as much as 
others from interstate rate in- 
creases, unless a uniform rate polli- 
cy for shipments within the borders 
of each state is adopted by the en- 
tire collection of states now oppos- 
ing such advances. 

Little New Buying. 

The steel market reported a fair 
volume of business in steel product 
for building, but that otherwise 
there has been little new buying 
recently. The steel trade is dis- 
appointed over the small demand 
for plates and other products. for 
car builders, but it is believed that 
this business will be ‘booked in 
bulk before the year is over. 

Although there were reports of 
damage from too much: rain, the 
cotton market went into a period 
of weakness during the past week, 
with declines of several cents a 
pound in futures at the week’s low 
from the high of the current month. 
The trade as a whole seems to be 
on the’ selling side, with support 
coming mostly from short covering 
at the present time. There are in- 
dications that a considerable 
amount of selling for planters has 
been going on, and that this is to 
continue further. If so, barring 
material damage to the new crop, 
it appears that the bottom has not 
been reached on the current move- 
ment in cotton, although recoveries 
are to be expected from time to 
time. Many bears on “cotton be- 
lieve that prices will go well under 
25 cents a pound in the next two 


three months.

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DECLINE IN WHEAT 


DUE TO RAINFALL 


Closes Extremely Heavy 
at Net Decline of 3 1-4 
to 4 1-2 Cents Under Pre- 
vious Day’s Finish. 


Chicago, August 21.—Favorable 
weather conditions over the west, 
and low selling price of Canadian 
wheat to the* seaboard today, caused 
all grains to suffer a setback after 
they had started fairly steady. 
Provisions, however, remained quiet 
and firm. Compared with the pre- 
vious close, wheat was off 3% to 
4% cents, with December $2.32% 
to $2.33%, and March $2.35. 

Corn was down 1% to 2% cents, 
whfle oats showed a net loss of % 
to 1% cents. Provisions were 20 
to 80 cents net higher. 


Fear of Canadian competition on 
an increasing scale, with the belief 
that British purchasers will be con- 
fined largely to Canadian grain, for 
a time, at least, “created a more 
bearish view here. Selling induced 
by reports that Canadian wheat has 
been sold to the seaboard at about 
10 cents under the domestic, caused 
the market to decline readily. 


Soaking rains overnight in parts 
of Illinois and Indiana that had 
been in need of moisture for some 
time past, led to free selling and a 
lower range in corn. The weakness 
in wheat also helped the market to 
become bearish, althuogh the heavy 
short covering of yesterday elimi- 
nated one of the chief bull factors. 

Oats were under pressure as the 
result of the easier tone in corn, 
and failed to show the snap on the 
buying side which has character- 
ized the market of late. 


Packers were fair buyers of pro- 
visions and prices averaged higher. 
Some improveemnt was reported in 
the export demand, and this had its 
effect on the market also.

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The league of nations is the para- 
mount issue of the national cam- 
paign, and it is of necessity the 
paramount issue in the 
senatorial campaign. 

The National Democratic conven- 
tion made it a predominating issue, 
and the standard bearer, Governor 
Cox, interpreted the democratic 
Platform in accordance with the 
views of the existing democratic 
administration and announced his 
flat-footed position in favor of the 
league, with clarifying but not 
nullifying reservations. 

Few people understand the league 
of nations. Few people have taken 
the pains to study it. . Republican 
propagandists, seeking to destroy 
the democratic party, have carried 
on a vigorous campaign designed to 
misrepresent it and its stipulated 
purposes, and to sow seeds of dis- 
trust and skepticism, appealing to 
Prejudices and to the ignorance of 
the people on the provisions of 
the covenant. There has been a 
school of democratic insurgency es- 
tablished to abet the republicans in 
their fight, end perhaps in no state 
has this propaganda been more in- 
sidiously promoted than in Georgia, 
where one of the members of the 
United States senate joined the re- 
publicans to crucify the pact, and 
where an ex-senator is now making 
a campaign in opposition to it, 
though running for a state house 
office. 

The league enters into the sena- 
torial campaign because it ‘is a 
great democratic principal, and be- 
cause the nation is technicglly at 
war now because of the failure of 
ratification of the treaty, _ this 
condition being responsible for un- 
rést and business instability at home 
as well as disturbing conditions 
abroad. 

The next senate -will 
upon again to ratify 
The next democratic president, 
Governor Cox, says it is ghly es- 
séntial that the treaty sha® find it- 
self in the hands of its ends in 
the next senate—a power] argu- 
ment for the defernt of bot Senator 
Smith and Thomas E. tson in 
Georgia. 

The league of nations is a league 
of peace. It is the very e&Ssence of 
Monroe doctrine. The Constitution 
of the nation is supreme. Nothing 
can be done without it measures to 
constitutional license, and yet with 
this Sreat armor of i protection 
around the nation, it puts the Unit- 
ed States with the Christian civilil- 
zation of the earth for an ever- 
lasting peace, ag against Russia, 
Turkey, Germany and Mexico. 
Which shall you choose? 

Perhaps one of the simplest and 
yet clearest analyses of the league 
ever published has been written by 
a Georgia lawyer, W. E. Simmons, 
of Lawrencéville. It is worth the 
time of every man to read this 
concise, painted and wholly reliable 
digest of what- the league is and 
what it means. It follows:

BY W. E. SIMMONS. 
Section 2, article 2 of the consti- 
tution enumerates the powers of the 
president, and makes this provision 
in reference to treaties: 

“He shall have power, by and with 
the advice and consent of the senate, 
to make treaties, provided two-thirds 
of the senators present concur.” 
Negotiations of treaties with a 
foreign power, or powers, must be 
made by the presideat, and whenever 
he and the representatives of other 
nations have agreed upon one it is 
his duty to send it to the senate 
for ratification, or rejection, he hav- 
ing no further power or authority 
in the matter, other than to notify 
the other contracting nations of its 
action. 

When a treaty has been negotiated 
and sent to the senate that body 
must either ratify or reject it as it 
is, without alteration, as the consti- 
tution clothes it with no other power 
or authority in the matter. 

If the language of the treaty is 
Such ag to make its meaning du- 
bious, the senate has the power to 
put its construction, or interpreta- 
tion of its meaning in the resolution 
ratifying it, but has no authority to 
make an interpretation that con- 
flicts, or has the effect of altering 
the patent meaning of the language 
used, being absolutely powerless to 
add to or take from any provision 
of it. 

No senator has ever denied the 
absolute correction of this state- 
ment, even Senator Hoke Smith, one 
of the bitterest enemies of a real, 
legal ratification by the senate, rec- 
ognized it in his speech at Savannah 
when he made the following decla- 
ration: 

“I regard it as one of the trage- 
dies of the age that the league of 
nations was defeated in the United 
States senate, I wanted it passed 
with mild reservations, such rescr- 
vations as would not alter it.” 

The radical republicans and demo- 
cratic deserters in the senate, who 


the Lodge reservations, which Sen- 
ator Smith said in his recent speech 
at the Atlanta Auditorium were not 
the work of Senator Lodge alto- 
gether, as he had a large hand in 
drawing them himself, knows that 
these so-called “reservations” are in 
direct conflict with the plain and 
emphatic provisions of the treaty 
proper, and that the rejection of 
any of its provisions is tantamount 
to the rejection of the whole of 
them. 
China and Japan Clauses. 

We have a full and complete copy 
of the peace treaty before us, and 
also of the Lodge reservations. the 
sixth one of which is ag follows: 

“The United States withholds {ts 
assent to articles 156, 157 and 158, 
and reserves full liberty of action 
with respect to any controversy 
which may arise under sald articles 
between the republic of China and 
the empire of Japan.” 

This particular matter is not even 
referred to in the é¢onSstitution of 
the league of nations, but isan in- 
tegral part of the treaty proper, 
Which Mr. Smith and his confed- 
erates say they do not intend to 
ALTER, yet, so far from ratifying 
these sections of the treaty, the 
“mild reservations” of Smith and 
Lodge make “the United States 
withhold its assent to them,” 
which is an outright rejection of 
three sections of it, 

Turning to article 156 of the treaty 
we find it as follows:

The other repudiated sections, 157 
and 158, direct how and when Ger- 
many shall deliver certain things 
connected with its former lease of 
that province from China, which it 
is unnecessary to publish. 


But it is proper to state that Ger- 
many took possession of the Shan- 
tung province under a treaty with 
China, as reparation for atrocities 
committed upon her citizens during 
the Boxer uprising, twenty-nine 
years ago, and was to hold it for 
ninety-nine years, when it was to 
revert to China, and what Japan gets 
is the unexpired term of the Ger- 
man lease. 

When the war commenced in Eu- 
rope, England and France were 
anxious to secure Japan as an ally, 
and it was very important that they 
should do so, and agreed with it 
that, if it would ally itself with 
them that it should be subrogated 
to Germany's rights in Shantung. 

Germany had a considerable army 
in Shantung and had erected strong 


fortifications on the peninsula. Ja-, 


pan sent an army into the province 
and after mich heavy fighting, run- 
ning through several weeks, reduced 
the fortifications and made the Ger- 
mans defending them prisoners, 
What could the United States do 
in this matter by any action of the 
senate or congress, to change the 
situation, short of going to war with 
Japan, Great Britain and France to 
capture Shantung and turn it over 
to China? 
Would it not be almost criminal 
to reject a treaty which all the pow- 
ers in the world that amount to any- 
thing, have accepted promptly and 
without hesitation, except the United 
States and Russia, the latter being 
denied the privilege of becoming a 
member of the league of nations, for 
the time being, simply because of 
a little Chinese province, and one 
that will ultimately revert to China? 
Article ‘16 of the league of nations 
is as follows: 
“Should any member of the league 


resort to war in disregard of its" 


covenants under articles 12, 13 or 
15, it shall IPSO FACTO be deemed 
to have committed an act of war 
against all other members of the 
league, which hereby undertake im- 
mediately to subject it to the sever- 
ance of all trade or financial rela- 
tions, the prohibition. of all inter- 
course between their nationals and 
the nationals of the covenant-break- 
ing state, and the prevention of all 
financial, commercial or personal in- 
tercourse between the nationals of 
the covenant-breaking state and the 
nationals of any other state, whether 
a member of the league vr not.” 

The purpose of this provision of 
the constitution of the league of na- 
tions is to prevent nations from 
going to war with one another, with- 
out the use of military forces, by 
boycotting such powers as refuse 
to submit their differences to arbi- 
tration and go to war with each 
other, and is in line with its sole 
object, which-is to prevent wars 
by peaceful methods, but a Lodge 
“reservation,” so called, but really 
a flat rejection of that article is as 
follows: 

“The United States reserves the 
right to permit, in its discretion, the 
nationals of a covenant-breaking 
state, as defined in article 16 of the 
covenant of the league of nations, 
residing within the United States, 
or in countries other than that vio- 
lating said article 16, to continue 
their commercial, financial and per- 
sonal relations with the nationals 
of the United States.” 

Is that one of the “mild” reserva- 
tions that does not ALTER the 
treaty ?. 

Do Lodge and his republican fol- 
lowers, aided and abetted by Hoke 
Smith, Reed and Shields, prefer ac- 
tual, bloody war instead of enforced 
peace by depriving belligerent na- 
tions of the means to carry one on? 

Hoke Smith says that “defeat of 
the ratification was a great trag- 
edy,” but has absolutely omitted to 
state what sort of a real, effective 
league of nations he -favors. 

One without any power to enforce 
peace would be an absurdity, and 
nothing more than a helpless debat- 
ing society. 

Article 15, of the constitution of 
the league of nations, provides as 
follows: 

“If the dispute between the par- 
ties is claimed by one of them, and 
is found by the council to arise out 
of a matter which by international 
law. is solely within the domestic 
jurisdiction of that party, the coun- 
cil shall so report, and shall make 
no recommendation as to its setile- 
ment.” 

A Contemptible Pretext. 

Of course, the “reservation” is 
merely a contemptible pretext, with- 
out the slightest merit, and simply 
designed to help in defeating ratifi- 
cation, but, on the 27th and 28th of 
last February, Smith made a long 
speech on the floor of the senate, 
occupying a part of two days, upon 
that one “so-called” reservation. 

Article 8 of the league of nations 
is as follows: 

“The members of the league récog- 
nize that the maintenance of peace 
requires a reduction of national 
armament to the lowest point con- 
sistent with national safety and the 
enforcement, by common consent, of 
international obligations. 

“The council taking account of the 
xeogzraphical situation and circum- 
stances of each state, shall formu- 
late plans for such reduction, for 
the consideration and action of the 
several governments. 4 

“After these Winns shall have been 
adopted by the several governments, 
the limits of armament therein fixed 
shall not be exceeded without the 
eoncurrence of the council.” 

One of the best methods for pre- 
venting. wars is unpreparedness for 
one, as no nation will rush into a 
conflict with another without being 
ready for it, whereas large armies 
and navies are incentives to bellig- 
erency. 

Where a nation maintains a big 
army and navy they impose a heavy 


burden of taxation upon the people 
to keep them up both in peace and 


war. and this is what the impover- 
ished powers of the world are anx- 
ious to avoid, and a league of na- 
tions, clothed with proper power to 
enforce its mandates would be al- 
most a preventive of wars, if not 
entirely so. 

As an illustration of what the ac- 
tion of the senate in defeating rati- 
fication of the peace treaty, and the 
consequent isolation of the United 


States means, attention is called to 
the fact that the present republican 
congress has almost quadrupled th¢ 
regular army, and appropriated hun- 


¢ “ 


| dreds of millions to strengthening 
the navy, whereas suck, enormous 
expenditures would be unnecessary 
if we were a party to the league. 

Lodge reservation’ No. 10 repu- 
diates the above article of the league 
by the following reservation: 


“If the United States shall at any 
time adopt any plan for the limita- 
tion of armaments proposed by the 
council of the league of nations un- 
der the provisions of article 8, it re- 
serves the right to imerease such 
armaments without the consent of 
the council whenever the United 
States is threatened with invasion 
or engaged in war.” 

There isn’t the slightest reason 
to apprehend an “invasion” of the 
United States by any foreign power, 
and certainly no European nation 
could accomplish one without a tre- 
mendous navy, the very thing this 
article of the league is designed to 
prevent any power from having. 

Article 6 of the league provides for 
the appointment of a secretary gen- 
eral. with secretaries and a staff, 
who are to remain at Geneva, the 
chosen site of the league, and this 
organization is called the “secre- 
tariat.” , 

Of course, this organization will 
require some money to pay its ex- 
pensés, and this article provides for 
the payment of them, as follows: 


“The expenses of the secretariat 
shall be borne by the members of 


the leagxue in accordance with the 
apportionment of the expenses of 
the International Bureau of the Uni- 
versal Postal Union.” 

The Lodge and Smith “reserva- 
tion” No. 9 repudiates that equitable 
agreement in the following disgrace- 
ful and niggardly so-called “reser- 
vation:” 

“The United States shall not be 
obliged to contribute te any ex- 
pense of the league of nations, or of 
the secretariat... unless and until 
and after an apprepriation of funds 
available for such expenses shall 
have been made by the congress of 
the United States.” 

This is a very small matter, and 
we only refer to it to show to what 
contemptible purility Lodge and 
Hoke Smith have stooped by their 
trumped up “reservations” to an- 
noy Wilson and the democratic ad- 
ministration. 

That met with the approval of 
all the great powers, but the Lodge 
and Smith “reservation” object to it, 
upon the ground that the United 
States reserves the right to deter- 
mine for itself what a domestic mat- 
ter is, regardless of the law of na- 
tions. Every man of any informa- 


tion upon that subject knows that 
the “domestic” policy of every na- 


tion covers tariff laws, immigra- 
tion, regulation of importation of 
drugs, child labor, the right to vote. 
ete., but the followers of Lodge 


and Smith framed a reservation to 
that article, upon the ground that 


the United States alone should de- 
termine for itself what a “damestic” 
question is, while no other nation 
undertook to reserve such an exclu- 
sive privilege to itself, there being 
absolutely no doubt as to the mean- 
ing of the term, and all of them 
are just as particular in reserving 
their jurisdiction over such matters 
as the United States. 

Any man of ordinary intelligence 
knows that government funds can- 
not be used without “first and until 
congress has appropriated it,” and 
no honest nation like the United 
States would hesitate or refuse to 
meet any of its just obligations by 
declining to pay its proper share 
of t@2 expense of any organization 
to which it shall become a Party, 
and the fact that a majority of the 
senate of this great nation voted for 
this reservation disgraces it before 
the world. 

The Monroe Doctrine. 

These “reservation” patriots pro- 
fess to be very uneasy about the 
Monroe doctrine, the substance and 
essence of which is, as formulated 
by President Monroe in 1823, in a 
message to congress, that no Euro- 
pean power shall acquire any terri- 
tory on this hemisphere, by con- 
quest, or otherwise. 

Article 21 of the league of na- 
tions ig as follows: 

“Nothing in this covenant shall be 
deemed to affect the VALIDITY of 
international engagements, such as 
treaties of arbitration or regional 
understandings LIKE THE MON- 
ROE DOCTRINE, for securing the 
maintenance of peace.” . 

That doctrine is a “regional” one, 
as it is only applicable to this hemi- 
sphere, and is indorsed and recog- 
nized by this article in plain and 
unmistakable language, but Lodge 
and Hoke Smith are not content 
with it, nor anything else that 
Woodrow Wilson is, or has been 
connected with, so they got up the 
following reservation to it, known 
as No. 9: 

“The United States will not sub- 
mit to arbitration or to inquiry by 
the assembly or by the council of 
the lengue of nations, provided for 
in anid treaty of peace, any ques- 
tions which in the judgment of the 
United States depend upon or relate 
to its long-established policy, com- 
monly known as the Monroe doc- 
trine; said doctrine is to be inter- 
pretated by the United States alone 
and is hereby declared to be wholly 
outside the jurisdiction of said 
league of nations, and entirely un- 
affected by any provision contained 
in the said treaty of peace with Ger- 
many.” 

There can be no valid excuse for 
Such a pretended reservation, as the 
treaty disti&etly recognizes it, by 
declaring that “nothing in the cov- 
enant shall be deemed to affect the 
validity of the doctrine,” yet the 
senate has thrown away a full year 
discussing it. 

But if there were no such provi- 
sion in the constitution of the 
league, there is another which we 
will discuss more fully later on, 
which provides that it shall respect 
jthe territorial integrity and existing 
independence of all members of the 
league—and the Central and South 
American states, with the exception 
of Mexico, are “members”—which 
undertakes ‘to do precisely the same 
thing that the Monroe doctrine does. 

The “reservationists” have lately 
concentrated most of their artillery 
on Article 10 of the leacue of na- 
tions. for the simple reason that it 
is the heart of it, and with that 
eliminated it would be a sham and 
a farce. That article is as follows: 

“The members of the league un- 
dertake to respect and preserve as 
against external agaression the ter- 
ritorial integrity and existing politi- 
eal independence of all members of 
the league. Im cnse of any such az- 


ression or in ense of. any threat of 
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filled.” 

To this article the Smith-Lodge 
combination filed the following res- 
ervation: 

“The United States assumes ne ob- 
Haation: te preserve the territorial 
integrity or political independence 
ef any other country er to Interfere 
im contreversies between nations— 
whether members of the league or 
not—under the provisions of Article 
10, er te empley the military or na- 
val fereces of the United States un- 
der any article of the treaty for any 
purpose, unless in any particular 
case the conaress, which, under the 
constitution, has the sole power to 
debiare war ar authorize the em- 
ployment of the military or naval 
forees of the United States, shall 
by act or feint resolution so pro- 
vide.” 

There have been outright misrep- 
résentations and conscienceless ly- 
ing about Article 10, in efforts to 


deceive the people as to the power 


granted the league by its provi- 
sions. 

The principal and most effective 
lie is that it confers upon the league 
the power to declare war and send 
armies all over the world to preserve 
the territorial boundaries of nations 
in which the United States has no 
interést, in defiance of that provi- 
sion of the federal constitution con- 
ferring the sole power to make such 
a declaration. 

The article simply declares that In 
the event of external aggression, or 
threat or danger of violating the ter- 
ritorial integrity and political in- 
dependence of any member power, 
the council shall ADVISE upon the 
means for protecting them. 

Suppose the council advises war, 
then what? 

Unanimous Vote for War. 

Unless the council votes UNANI- 
MOUSLY in favor of war none can 
be declared by the express provi- 
sion of article 5 of the constitution 
of the league, which is as follows: 

“Exeept where otherwise express- 
ly provided in this covenant, or by 
the terms of the present treaty, de- 
cisions at any meeting of the as-~- 
sembly or of the council @hall re- 
quire the AGREEMENT OF ALL 
MEMBERS of the league represent- 
ed at the meeting.” 

It is “not otherwise provided” any- 
where that unanimous agreement !fs 
not required, to authorize the coun- 
cil to aet, except In article 15, when 
member nations of the league are in 
dispute with one another and one is 
threatening to go to war, when such 
recalcitrant member cannot defeat 
the wishes of all the other powers 
by a negative vote, thereby enabling 
them to preserve peace by such ac- 
tions as they may advise. 

So it is clearly apparent that the 
United States cannot be forced into 
a war, except by its own consent, 
and that cannot be given without a 
declaration of one by congress, as 
provided by the consitution. 

Without a declaration of war by 
congress what sense is there in the 
statement in the “reservation” as 
to Article 10 that “the military and 
naVal forces of the United States 
shall not be employed under its pro- 
vision” without congress first de- 
clares war “to preserve the terri- 
torial or political independence of 
any other country?” 

Lodge and Smith seem to be ob- 
sessed with the idea that the pur- 
pose of the league of nations is to 
make war rather than preserve the 
peace of the world, so far as pos- 
sible, and that cannot be done with- 
out protecting the territorial integ- 
rity and political independence of 
the small nations. Wars are gen- 
erally resorted to by strong nations 
for the subjugation and annexation 
of the weaker ones, and the great 
German empire, and that of Aus- 
tria-Hungary were built up by con-

HOW A SALESMAN BECAME 
A MULTI-MILLIONARE 

Of the many salesmen who have 
made goou in a big Way, there is 
one who stands out wbove them all— 
William Wrigley, Jr., sometimes re- 
ferred to as the man who put the 
mint in spearmint. While it is true 
Wrigley’s success is largely due to 
his. buSiness daring, there are sev- 
eral features of it that are especial- 
ly interesting to salesmen; features 
worth considering in relation to 
our own future. 

Twenty-four years ago Wrigley 
was selling scouring soap on the 
road. Being successful,~he was 
seized with the idea of going intd 
business for nimself. He had a 


hazy jdea that if he could only get 


in business for himself 
troubles would be over. With $32 
in his pocket he came to Chicago 
bought a stock of soap and set him- 
seif up as a jobber. 

But as usually happens Wrigley 
soon found out that being in busi- 
ness for one’s self is not all it is 
cracked up to be. Lacking prestige, 
he also Incked business. Things be- 
gan to look black, when by accident 
One day he bumped into the idea 
which was eventually to make his 
fortune. 

In his desperation to get business 
Wrigley had hit upon the scheme of 
giving away lamps with every 
order of soap. He had quite a num- 
ber of these lamps setting around in 
his store and thev looked bare. To 
take away the bare look, he de- 
cided to fill them with chewing 
fum. Much to his surprise he found 
the gum went well with his ecustom- 
ers, and as he was fast starving 
to death in his jobbine business. 
he concluded to try his hand at 
selling gum. 

But Wrigley found that the trade 
was no more anxious to buv his 
Zum than it had been to buv his 
soap. An ordinary salesman would 
have given up in discust, but not 
Wrigley. He resorted to stratervy. 
He world find out what a dealer 
wanted in the way of store fixings 
and then give him that thing pro- 
vided he would buy a_ specified 
amount of his gum. To dispose of 
the gum thus unloaded on him the 
dealer had to exert himself, and 
Wrigley was there to show him how 
to sell gum. 

Today “overloading” is considered 
bad business, but in those days gell- 
ing standards were things unknown. 
The point is that Wrigley’s plan 
Succeeded because he not only sold 
the dealer, but. he showed the dealer 
in return how he could dispose of 
what he sold him. This experience 
taught Wrigley selling lesson num- 
ber one—that the volume of volr 
sales depends largely on your ability 
to get others to work for you. That 
rule he applies to everything. It is 
a g00d rule to keep in mind. A 
salesman who can get customers to 
work and boost for him cannot help 
but succeed. 

This plan of Wrigley’s. however. 
required almost superhuman effort. 
Orders were small and the task of 
teachine dealers and clerks gum 
salesmanship wasa tiring one. But 
Wricley knows very well that no 
lasting success was ever achieved 
without work, and he was- deter- 
mined to succeed. Many days he 
would make thirty or forty calls. 
Hours mé@ant nothing to him. So 
lone as he could find anvone to 
talk to he would talk. Eighteen 
haurs a day was his usual day's 
work. 

Hard work has never vet failed 
a man, and it didn't fail Wrigley. To- 
day he is at the head of a husiness 
whose sales last vear exceeded $35.- 
000,000: one-tenth he will put back 
into advertising this vear. He has 
made good but he works just as 
hard as ever. “There is no man 
ving.” he says, “who can afford 
to kick from under him ‘the ladder 
on which he climbed to success. I 
know too iwell that what I have ar- 
complished would soann he diasi- 
pated if I become se'f-catisfied and 
relaxed my efforts.” Yet, how monvw 
salesmen do von 
that because they have made ennd. 
they can afford to take it easy?—

Grocer’s Service to Mankind 


By RAYMOND V. BERGEN

Few people reaitize the importance 
of the service rendered by the men 
who distribute food, and few gro- 
cers, except those who have epent a 
lifetime in the business seem _ to 
really understand just what their 
vocation means to mankind. We 
hear many things said about the 
importance to civilization of the 
doctor, tae druggist, the dentist, the 
lawyer and other professions, but 
seldom do we hear a good word 
spoken about the men who handle 
the world’s food supply.- j 

The farmer can raige huge crops 
of foodstuffs and the cattleiman im- 
mense heids of cattle, but these are 
only the first links in the chain of 
distribution from producer to con- 
sumer. 
of vital importance. Let one weak- 
en and the entire chain weakens 
And the last link of all—the retail- 
er——is. the one which bears the heav- 
iest load, thereby becoming § the 
most important and necessary one 

The producer, the manufacturer 
and the jobber could not possibly 
distribute their products to the peo- 
ple, nor could thé retailer get the 
food without help from the others. 
but should all the retailers in the 
country suddenly close shop or *#®») 
on a strike, _the masses would 
Starve. The greatest majority of 
our people livé in communifies away 
from the producer. They could not 
individually journey to the produc- 
er for the food necessary to exis- 


.tence, nor could the producer carry 


the food to the individuals. 

The man who grows the food, the 
one who prepares i* for future con- 
Sumption, the one who handles it in 
large lots and in turn passes ‘rc 
along in smaller lots to the whole- 
Saler, and the man who finally sells 
it to the consumer—each has his 
particular work to do and each 
should have the training and knowl- 
ecge necessary to perform that 
work in the best possible manner. 
None can attempt to do the work 
of the others without impairing the 
efficiency of his own work. 

_All of this leads up to the posi- 
tion of the retailer in the distribu- 
tion ard handling of foods. The 
actual selling of his goods to the 
consumer is the least of his work 
He must know how to properly care 
for and handle small quantities oi 
food. and his establishment must be 
S80 conducted as to do this in the 
best manner and at the least ex- 
pense. He cannot always afford to 
pay for elabcrate systems of refrig- 
eration, but he can never afford to 
accept for distribution any food 
products that are the least b't 
tainted or spoiled. He must keep his 
merchandise safe trom flies and 
dirt and germs. He must keep hig 
shelves free from tainted canned or 
bottled goods and his bins clear of 
decayed vegetables and fruit. He 
must take such steps that will as- 
sure his customers getting food that 
is not endangered by those things 
detrimental to good health. He 
must have an expert knowledfe of 
all the foods he handles. 

These are some of the things that 
are absolutely essential to the ‘busi- 
ness of the retailer—without the 
freatest care and knowledge he is 
no> true to the trust his puxutrons 
repose in him. The dictionary de- 
fines the grocer as “a hantllar or 
Cistr-lbutor of good.” and che suec- 
cess o. the individual grvover de- 
pends upon his knowledge nd cure 
of the things he distributes. Lack 
of that knowledge and care are 
the reasons for so many failures 
in the grocery business. 

Too many men have enrtered the 
grocery field with the idea tiuat all 
that was necessary wasto buy afew 
hundred dollars worth wf ateck and 
then sell it to the public at a }it- 
tle higher price. Occasionally such 
men realize their mistake and sfart 
off again with the right idea, but 
generally they take steps to get

possible. To get rid.of their stock, 
they sell it at prices bDelOW ac- 
tual cost, they shortweigst their 
custumers and sell them inferior 
or uncared-for goods, they do a 
hundred similar things taal are (iet- 
rimental to neighbuiing grocers and 
to the grocery business dso a wbvie. 
Just such men as these are the 
ones who. have given the ousiness 
a “black eye” with. the public anda 
have caused the many to lovk 
askance at al] retailers of fvod. 
Of course, political job-Duaters, 
some newspapers and certain mis-

taken government officials have 
added fuel to the 
heaped upon our heads, but they 
have only followed the lead of put- 
lic sentiment. The foundation for 
all this adverse public feeling Gas 
heen lati by the incompetent -or 
unscrupulous men who are Cunmtin- 
ually invading the grocery field 
with the mistaken idea that they 
can make large and quick profits 
regardless of service ora knowledg 
ot the business. 

The grocer,\by which title this 
article intends to designate all re- 
tailers eof food, has much to be 
proud of. His business 1s the great 
est service in all merchandising 
He is the instrument used to feed vi 


supply the great masses in our cit-~ 


ies and towns. He is the heart vo! 
municipa! existence. He is the one 
who protects the public against 
contaminated and unhealthy . food 
and is as essential to the welfare 
of the people as the physician or 
druggist. He is the man who sup 
plies those essentials which give the 
Americen people the reputation fot 
being the best-fed nation in the 
world and which builds the govd 
red blood of the finest nation ol 
all the peoples of the earth. He is 
the man who furnishes an existence 
to many people when they are un 
able to pay cash and loses thou- 
sands of dollars every year in doing 
so. He is the man who gives to the 
public a thousand little’ services 
and for all of it, what does he ge' 
in return? 

He is “cussed 
scorned and sneered at as a 
“profiteer;” legislated against by 
political swashbucklers, and so be- 
littled by those who know nothing 
of his business, that he feels like 
an outcast, when, as a fact, his 
services and his cause constitute 
one of the greatest assets to 
civilization and humanity. If he is 
a grocer in the full sense, he ap- 
preciates and is proud of what Re 
represents, but he desires the pub- 
lic to appreciate his worth as well. 

At the national convention of re- 
tail grocers held here last May, 
Francis E. Kamper, one of the most 
progressive grocers in the south, 
first vice president of the national 
association and a staunch sup- 
porter of the grocers’ cause in At- 
lanta, delivered an address plead- 
ing for the certification of all gro- 
cers, just as is done with phy- 
Sicians and druggists and many 
other business and professional 
l‘nes. In his speech hae hit the very 
keynote of the trouble with the 
grocery business—the incompetent 
and unscrupulous flv-by-nights 
who come into the business with- 
out any idea of what is is, nor of 
the vast field it covers. 

Eliminate such men by com- 
nelling each grocer to have cer- 
tificate showing that he has been 
sat'sfactorily examined as to his 
knowledge and ability in the prop- 
er care and handling of foods, and 
within a short time business stand- 
ards will he higher, the public will 
take a different viewpoint, the 
frocer will be elevated to his prop- 
er place in onr scheme of life: 
health and sanitation will be free 
from the menacing carelessness and 
negligence of those not knowing or 
not caring about the proper care 
of food, and anether step will have 
been taken toward a higher plane 
of civilization.

_ This appeal to apartment owners 
is being taken up through the reai 
estate board of Atlanta by a com- 
bination of food dealers, ice com- 
panies, milk dealers, druggists and 
retail merchants in general under 
the leadership of the Retail Food 
Dealers’ association. There can 
hardly be a doubt as to the outcome 
of the movement, for the reason 
that the cost to the apartment own- 
ers is merely a small! one-time out- 
lay, while the benefit to the ten- 
ants is both immediate and contin- 
uous ana the better service possible 
by the merchants means much tv 
all concerned. 

Specifically stated, what the deal- 
ers are asking is this: 

In addition to the register of 
names and apartment numbers now 
carried at the front entrance, that 
a number in white letters at leas 
four inches high and corresponding 
to the numbey of the front door, ba 
prominently displayed on the rear 
door of each apartment or suite. 

That at the bottom or. ground 
floor landing of each rear flight of 
Stairs a sign be displayed showing 
exactly which suites those particu- 
lar stairs lead to.

and time. This conference was to 
| have been held in. Memphis on Aug, 
ust. 28, but owing to the meeting of 
the eotton association : officialge in 
Montgomery, Chairman Allgood, 
Commissioner of agriculture of Ala- 
bama, postponed it to September I 
and «changed. the meeting place to 
Montgomery. 

Besides the question of prime im- 
portance, the recommendation of a 
minimum price on lint cotton, mid- 
dling basis, and on cotton seed, ton 
busis, the conference will consider 
problems of marketing, proper 
warehousing, cotton loans and 
acréage. 

Colonel Harvie Jordan, in active 
charge of the general offices of the 
American Cotton association locat- 
ed here, said Saturday that the

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Miss Klebold, Atlanta Girl Who Won 
Beauty Contest, Lands Contract 
With Pathe. 


Remember the 16-year-old Atlanta girl who decided last fall 
that “if others can make good in the movies, | might, too,” and 
vent to New York with the determination to become a star? Well, 
she’s rapidly approaching the constellation of stars in Pathe’s firma- 
ment, and according to George B. Seitz, who is considered an ant 
judge of beauty and talent, she has a most brilliant career- be 
fore her, | 

She is Miss Lucille Klebold, who is known on the screen as 
“Lucille Lennox.” The story of how she resigned from a position 
in an Atlanta department store and went to New York and landed 
a contract to play serial parts with Pathe for three years that affords 


the income of a bank president sounds like the fictitious stories of 
fame and wealth so often portrayed in the silent drama. 


Miss Klebold was picked as one of the tweleve most beautiful 
participants in Eugene V. Brewster’s fame and fortune contest last 
fall, and Mr. Brewster invited her to his beautiful Long Island home 
where the winners of the contest were being filmed in test pictures. 

Miss Klebold, accompanied by her mother, Mrs. J. P. Klebold, 
left Atlanta in August, and the test pictufes were ‘made on Long 
Island. Miss Klebold photographed excellently, and handsome con- 
tracts began to present themselves, and she was placed in a quan- 
dary as to which to accept. 

One evening, while she.and her mother were dining in the 
St. Regis, Frederick Chapin, Pathe production manager, who was 
in the dining room, was struck with the charms of our heroine. An 
introduction was secured, with the result that the test pictures were 
made at the Pathe studio. 

On December 1 she signed a contract with Pathe under which 
she receives $500 each week, with a material increase every 
quarter. Her first serial, ‘“‘Velvet Fingers,’? which has been com- 
pleted in New York, will be released shortly. ‘‘Velvet Fingers,” in 
which Marguerite Courtot and George B. Seitz will appear, is a 
“crook” play filmed on a far and more elaborate plan than Pathe 
has ever attempted.

afford’ good opportunity for the accomplishment of amazing scenic 
effects. 

Miss Klebold has many friends in Atlanta who will watch her - 
career with eagerness. In such a big field as is offered by Pathe, with 
almost unlimited possibilities, who knows but that it will be but a 
short while before she will rank with the famous stars?

“extras.” Many of them are perma- 
nent fixtures about the studio, one day 
playing -an odalisque in a sultan’s 
harem; the next a crinolined dame of 
the seventies; next week appearing as 
a denizen of the planet Mars. For th? 
professional extra “hope _ springs 
eternal.” Tomorrow may find him 
cast for the atmospheric bit which will 
bring him into such prominence that 
his foot will be firmly planted on the 
first rung of the ladder to stardom. 
Even the older ones still aspire to a 
career and are content to remain in 
the glare of the studio lights, day in 
and day out, drawing their small and 
varying stipend, happy in the fact 
that occasionally they may see them- 
selves on the screen shining in the re- 
flected glory of a greater light.

the theater. In this group of amateur 
extras are many and varied classes: 
prominent lawyers, society women, 
college students, artists, all of them 
people whose incomes are much great- 
er than the pay they receive in the 
studio. A few days of the tiresome 
work. of waiting and of rehearsing 
scenes generally satisfies them and 
they disappear from sight. Often, 
however, they are sought out by di- 
rectors because, being in real life the 
yery thing he wishes to prevent in his 
picture, they give an atmosphere which 


the professional extra, acting ea pari, 
can not simulate. 

Extras are _ selected for the roles 
they are to play with great care, in 
spite of the fact that they may be 
seen in the finished picture for but a 
few seconds and then in a tremendous 
crowd. They must give the exact at- 
mosphere to the incident, and the play- 
ers who might do excellently for the 
guests in a ballroom might completely 
destroy the illusion in the attack of 
an angered mob on a public building. 

Keep Line on “Extras.” 

Casting directors at the large stu- 
dios keep very complete files of data 
concerning players. _. Photographs, de- 
tailed descriptions, which include 
height, weight, coloring, age, genera! 
type, etc., make it possible to choose 
the required:players on short notice. 
certain days, too. casting is done atthe 
studio and long lines of persons wait 
at the studio door for inspection by 
the director. Seléction from studio 
files is the more customary proceed- 
ure, however, as, in that case, the 
casting department generally knows 
the player and his capabilities, and is 
sure of the results he or she will give. 

In the pictures extra people usually 
dress better than on the stage. Inthe 
theater, ‘in scenes requiring a great 
many people, apparently anything 
went. Supers were given a misfit 
tunic, a pair of faded tights and a 
spear and were on their way, in the 
belief that the footlights would cover 
a multitude of sins and shins. But in 
the pictures the all-seeing camera eye 
picks out defects in attire as well as 
in everything else so the extra crowd 
is likely to be clad in shining panoply, 
gorgeous gowns and ultra fashionable 
modes. It not infrequently happens 
that a studio visitor inquires what 
Star such and such a gir] is, only to 
find that she is simply an extra 
dressed in the latest word from Paris. 

The Chance May Come, 

An “Extra Day” at a motion picture 
studio is always interesting. Between 
scenes the players, sit on the side- 
lines or in the set, waiting for the di- 
regtor’s call. They chat and discuss 
commonplace or abtruse topics with 
vim, and are a good-natured crowd 
generally, ready to Help one another 
and always anxious to work, for they 
know that by, their work they will be 
known and that out of the mob the 
casting director, always with an eye 
to such an eventuality, may any day 
select a type for a part in some later 
film. They await the call from the 
casting director as the budding author 
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awaits the editor’s note telling him his 
story has been accepted. If they don’t 
get it, like the author, they try again. 
And if they have promise, and their 
persistence is sufficient, in ail likell- 
hood, the call will come some day. 

In the Cecil B. DeMille productions 
there have been many extras used, for 
Mr. DeMille believes in crowds, where 
they are necessary, and can handle 
them as few directors or producers 
can, With a military precision they 
obey the calls of the megaphone. 

Has Hard Detail. 

It is the assistant director’s job to 

get the extras in Hne and have them 


on hand for work. Thé costumer is 
another individual on extra days and 
an order to furnish several hundred 
Paris gowns or complete uniforms for 
a regiment of soldiers at short,notice 
is a regular occurrence in his or her 
life, | 

At the Lasky Studio in Hollywood, 
Cal., an entire concrete structure of 
three floors, with an army of workers, 
is devoted to costuming. There are 
many expert’ designers and seam- 
stresses and the whole * place resem- 
bles a group of fashionable wholesale 
millinery, lingerie, dressmaking and 
shoe establishment rgiled_ into one. 
The lower floor is devoted to fancy 
and period costumes with aisle upon 
aisle of racks holding garments which 
range from swallow tail coats to 
grand duke’s attire. 

The studio presents a colorful ap- 
pearance on days when a picture with 
a foreign setting is being made. Ifthe 
scene be Chinese, Indian, Japanese, 
Frefich—or what not-—there is usual- 
ly a large sprinkling of the actual na- 
tives of those races on the set. All of 
the tongues and dialects are spoken 
and the place reeks of the fumes of 
strange foods or heavy tobacco 
smoked by almond-eyed celestials. 

Strange Figures on Streets, 

Hollywood ,teems with strange fig- 
ures in picturesque garb, a never-end- 
ing source of interest to the stranger 
within the gates of the high kingdom 
of the movies, but a matter of course 
to the inhabitants, who scarcely look 
up if the Shah of Persia walks down 
the boulevard arm in arm with a lady 
in a backless gown. Sometimes the 
players hide their shoulders beneath 
shawls or coats for the California sun 
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is no respector of persons and would 
as soon burn the back of a beautiful 
blonde as scorch the nose of a care- 
less comedian. But, for the most part, 
grease paints and powders protect the 
players so the public is regaled by the 
noonday parade when the director 
calls lunch. 

At the eastern studios, most of the 
photographic work-ts done in the stu- 
dios, so players/seldom are seen in the 
open in their costumes. Occasionally, 
however, large sets are built for ex- 
terior scenes, as in the case of “The 
Copperhead,” a Paramount version of 
Augustus Thomas’ play, in which over 
1,000 extras were used at gne time and 
which cost $1,000 an hour to film 
while the mob scenes were being made. 

The exteriors in “The Copperhead” 
called for a reproduction of the vil- 
lage of Millville, Ills., in the year 
1846. Later this town, built at Elm- 
hurst, Long Island, and complete in 
every detail from the church and town 
hall to the little graveyard with its 
sagging headstones, was rebuilt for the 
periods of the Civil War and the 
Roosevelt administration. To the vil- 
lage, each morning, the crowds of 
extras were transported in great sight- 
seeing automobiles, whose nightly 
work was the carrying of curious vis- 
itors to and from Manhattan’s China- 
town. Arrived at Millville the extras 
hurried into their costumes and make- 
ups, in the great dressing rooms which 
had been set up for the purpose. Un- 
der the guidance of the assistant db 
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rector they then assembled to await Vime the last table was filled, the first 


the director’s call. 
Taboo for Wrist Watches. 

As the majority of the male extras 
used in “The Copperhead” had seen 
service in the army or navy, military 
tactics were employed in directing 
their movements in the picture. After 
reporting and having their costumes 
and make-up inspected they could be 
dismissed with perfect confidence that 
they would follow all instructions. An 
interesting sidelight in connection 
with the daily costume inspection was 
the strict séarch for wrist Watches.

HE old adage, “All work and no 
play makes Jack a dull boy,” 
has never been more true 

than in the case of the motion picture 
star whose popularity keeps him film- 
ing story after story without respite. 
If he did not have a hobby in which 
to find relaxation from the arduous 
work before the camera he would not 
be abie to stand the strain of con- 
tinued posing. The long waits be- 
tween scenes, the close air of the stu- 
dio, the glare of the great banks of 
mercury lights; wear down bodily and 
mental strength, making it necessary 
for the player to put his work out of 
his mind as soon as he leaves the 
stage. 

Perhaps to you, who sit out in front 
and watch a picture unfold in rapid 
sequence on the screen, the fact that 
acting in motion pictures is one of 
the most difficult of professions is 
difficult to understand. You see the 
complete play in a brief space of time: 
the average running of\ the usual. fea- 
ture film takes one hour and ten min- 
utes. But do you know that the mak- 
ing of the picture took anywhere from 
five weeks to five months? Do you 
realize that incidents which speed be- 
fore your eyes may have been taken 
over and over again, that consecutive 
moments in the development of a play 
may have been photographed weeks 
apart? Yet the actor must be in the 
same mood that he felt in the earlier 
scene. On the stage the player de- 
velops his character before your eyes. 
On the screen the interpretation is 
built up on a patchwork pattern and 
yet it must be sound and whole 
enough to stand the much closer scru- 
tiny which “close-ups” permit. Con- 
sequently the screen player labors un- 
der a much heavier strain than the 
actor on the speaking stage.

World Shortage of Movie Theaters 


% 

UE to two causes—the cessation 
of all theater building opera- 
tions for six years in the lead- 

ing countries of the world and the 
enormous increase in the number of 
fans—the world motion picture indus- 
try today finds itself confronted with 
a shortage of high-grade motion pic- 
ture theaters numbering from 10,000 
to 15,000, 

This is the second year of peace, 
but as yet little or ne progress has 
been made towards a reduction of the 


,shortage of motion picture theaters. 


The nations more or fess directly af- 
fected by the war have had to turn all 
of their resources to the construction 
of such necessary buildings as homes 
for workers “and factories and office 
buildings for the industries, 

Great Britain, according to conserv- 
ative estimates, has urgent need of at 
least 1,000 motion picture palaces of 
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the large cities of the United States. 
France neeiis an equal number, as 
many of ‘its cities of from 10,000 to 
50,000 are practically movieless. 

Germany and Central Europe, also, 
are movie hungry. In Berlin, more 
than 600 new theaters have been im- 


provised from store rooms and other 
buildings, and in Frankfort there is a 
movie theater for practically every 
street. Central Europe, including 
Germany, Poland, Hungary, Austria, 
Czecho-Slovakia and the Balkan na- 
tions, could make good use of several 
thousand new theaters. 

Spain, Italy, Switzerland and other 
small European nations have either 
been too busy fighting or trying to 
keep neutral to build high-class mo- 


tion picture theaters, and foday find 


themselves from six to ten years be- 
hind tiie times. In the days before the 
war bscesened was a beginning t to turn 


-_————-—- 


from its sorrows and troubles. It is 
estimated that when peace and order 


.are restored that many jundreds of 


new theaters, seating from 1,000 to 
5,000 will be required there to care 
for the millions who have become in- 
terested in motion pictures. 

China, with its 400,000,000 popula- 
tion, has about 60 theaters, located 
principally in Shanghai and Hong 
Kong. When interior transportation is 
improved, hundreds of new theaters 
will be required to stem the tide of 
new fans. Already Japanese, Ameri- 
can and European capitalists are cast- 
ing hungry eyes upon the millions to 
be made from entertaining the Chinese 
with screen plays. 

South America did little or no thea- 
ter building during the war, and today 
Argentina, Brazil, Chile and the other 
republics could make use of several 
hundred fine new theaters. 

India, with its huge population, Asia

How to Break Into the Movies 


~~ 

ROM the cameraman’s viewpoint, 

screen beauty is a highly diffi- 

cult thing to define. Whether 

you will or will not photograph well 

is a matter which no photographer can 

definitely pass on without the aid of 

a trial “shot.” But there are certain 

elemental physical characteristics 

which help or hinder, as the case may 
be. 

Perhaps the first and most important 

matter which engages the attention of 

the cameraman is the color of the can- 


didate’s eyes. Dark eyes, whether 


_ black, brown or dark blue, will pass 


the camera test withodt difficulty. 
Light gray or blue eyes are a never- 
ending source of worry. Hues of the 
latter class do not “pick up,” as we 
say. In other words, they photograph 
white or nearly so and the result on 
the screen is a disappointing lack of 
expression. 

Regular teeth form another impor- 


tant requisite Pe fanal beauty, as the 
cameraman views it. Irregular teeth 
mean endless camouflage on the part 
of the man behind the camera. He 
must redouble his care on lighting in 
order to cover up this shortcoming in 
his subject. 

To the cameraman who strives for 
pictorial beauty—and what cameraman 
does not—blonde hair is a thing of 
joy forever. Golden-hued tresses per- 
mit the photographer to achieve light- 
ing effects which can not be duplicated 
with a dark-haired subject. A soft 
halo-like effect which adds materially 
to the beauty of the individual *s pos- 
sible with the use of very litle “sack 
light,” which is just what the game im- 
plies. 

Dark hair will not yield these re- 
sults. Even blonde hair, with a strong 
reddish or brownish note in it requires 
so much light to get this effect that 
the rest of the picture is seriously af- 
fected.

_ Of more than ordinary interest 
to club women everywhere is the 
“United States Training Corps for 
Women,” now in session at Ashe- 
sill, N. C. 

this institution had its beginning 
in 1918 when a number of profes- 
sional women were cailed to our na- 
tional capita! to do tneir bit in war 
work. ‘ihe first training corps was 
held on the white house iot and 
under the capadle jeadersip of Mis3 
Susanna Cocrof. who had been 
called from her home in Chicago 
io take charge of this work. Her 
iuea was tO inake the “womanhood 
of America” as pnysically fit as our 
young men had been made by mili- 
ary training during tne period of 
,u€ War. 

. She believed that the same mili- 
tary principles, slightly modified, 
und the same daily routine of life, 
which had been go beneticial to our 
men,“if practiced by our women in 
iraining camps would make for a 
stronger generation. 

The camp held at Lake GeneVa, 
Wisconsin, last year proved that 
this idea of Commandant Cocrot! 
Was correct, as those so fortunate 
as to attend this camp showed men- 
ial, physical and spiritual develop- 
ment, 

Asheville Camp. 

This year at Asheville, N. C., on 
the beautiful Grove Park Inn estate, 
bas been held the second camp, 
which is made up of club women, 
proressiona] women, mothers, 
uaughters and wives from almost 
every state in the union. The camp 
is made up or representatives from 
Connecticut to California, Jllinoig to 
ihe Gulf of Mexico, in fact all but 
ick states are represented in the 
camp life. 

Woman Commancant. 

Commandant Cocroft bellevea that 
military discipline is essential in 
ihe training of a large body of 
women, The co-ordination of mina 
and body is soon brought about, 
(hough the “female rookies” at first 
seem impossible.

“What influence will | 


womag suffrage have upon women’s organizations in their present | 
activity?” and there are many who believe that it will modify interest | 


To those women who have studied women in organization and 
followed their activities here in Georgia, there is the belief that far 
Irom drawing women out of the organized work they are doing, it will 
strengthen that work, make it more direct in its program, and quicker 


of accomplishment. 


It breaks down the barriers yhich heave arisen in organizations 
among women who did not agree on the suffrage question, and it 
will make more definite the movements for which women bhelieve 
work is necessary. Their form of work may change a little, for when 
they wish, for instance, a piece of legislation enacted, they will go 


about it in a different way. 


- They will first calculate on what their own vote will mean in 
the .election of the men who will do the legislating, and save much 
of the letter writing, lobbying and publicity women have had to do 
in order to get anywhere with the legislative measures in which they 


were interested. 


In those measures which will be voted upon by the people or 


sent to the people upon which to express their opinion, the woman- | 


half will find its voice strengthened by the force of the organized vote, 
and the women in organization will more than rely upon organization 
to inform the women of the movements and measures in which they are 
interested, or should be interested, and to make them see the signifi- 


cance of their vote. 


Nearly every state organization in Georgia has its citizenship 
committee, which has led to that training for citizenship which the 


Auffrage organization has for many years fostered, and 


it is only 


reasonable to suppose that study and efficiency in this direction are 


going to be more than ever pursued. 


In other words, suffrage is going to have the effect of inspiring 


women to become intelligent and good citizens. 


By nature women are idealists and patriotic, and they are inclined 


to be interested more in politics as a whole than in the more petty | 
Therefore they are going to be very soon in the new era of 


politics. 


their political freedom, marked factors in national affairs, and in the 
support of the movements more identified with the bigger public ques- 
tions as they relate to civilization rather than to politics per se. 

On the other hand women are also essentially partisan, and when 
it may come to the big issues in national politics marked by the two 
dominant political parties, they are more apt to take this partisan- 
ship direcly to either one of the two great parties rather than keep 
it in their women’s organizations, which will always have their de- 
partments of work, or similar ones to those they have at the present. 

To bring political issues into women’s organizations would be fa- 
tal to these organizations, but on the other hand the moment a politi- 
cal issue hinges upon the country’s welfare, upon the loyalty of the 
men to whom the nation’s business is entrusted, one is going to find 
the women in organizations rallying to the cause of country and be 
the first to stand ready and strong to uphold the country’s banner 
and to sustain the mer who are the best exponents of loyalty to the 


country’s causes and interests. 


As far as the woman’s suffrage question and the Georgia federation 
of women’s clubs—that has been settled for all time, and the federa- 
tion which was settled in the annual convention in Columbus, Ga. last 
November, has extended its sfrength and force right through the 
twelve districts and drawn to the federation more than forty new fed- 


erated clubs.

of glory, and when the nation-wide message has gone out that. never 
in the history of the world was the trained man more needed to meet 
the demands of reconstruction and womd adjustment, there comes a 
jery for help from the Georgia School of Technology, and the baard 


of trustees meet to decide how the call can be met. 


That the present emergency will be bridged over nobody. doubts; 
’ yet thinking people know that no state system for education or any 
other department of state life can continue to succeed or even exist 


when the funds for support are uncertain and insufficient to sustain 
the institution and retain a faculty, the members of which must not 
only keep themselves equipped for the best service mentally, but who 
must be enabled to live decently under the present stress of the high 


cost of living. 


The recent call made for teachers in every department “of national | 
education disclosed the fact that there were teachers, probably enough | 


people trained in the teaching profession to meet the need, but these 
people were leaving the profession and taking up other avocations, 


because they had to live and the compensation to the teaching pro- 


fession was not sufficient for support. 
This condition has prevailed in the south for many years and has 


become acute recently. 


The best educational institutions, north, east, 


and west, seeing the educational call, began to meet the demands. 
They have retained their own, and then reached out for the best the 
s_uth has, and from southern universities, colleges and schools the 
best are being taken because these best have to live.- 

There is no use to discuss the comparative wage paid men labor- 
ers with the hand in comparison with the men who labor with their 
brains, or to dwell upon the ignorant tradition some people seem to 
hold, that teachers or preachers are semi-philanthropic, therefore have 


-worked for inadequate wage and will continue to do it. 


The new world which we entered and which began August Il, 
1914, is not going to stand for short sighted injustice and petty policy, 
and the commonwealth which hag a state educational system has 
before it the obligation and responsibility of keeping up the standard 


of institutions, which it can not do through buildings, 


libraries and 


sentimental twaddle about what used to be the expense of education. 
Money will have to be permanently forthcoming which will keep 


| up the educational business of a state and it can’t be done without 
the right men and with the right training, and they can’t be had, un- 
less they are paid a living wage, and a wage that warrants their keep- |

When he gets 
his diploma from there, it means accomplishment—and in hundreds of 
eases achievemeiit—and the boys who are trained represent a type 
of citizen of which the nation needs more and more every minute, and 
the south is called upon for her quoita of such citizens.

One evening dress is usually 
ficient, especially for freshmen, who do 
not have the same privileges and obli- 
gations of upper classmen. This should 
be the same thing that a girl of 17 
or 18 would wear at home. An after- 
noon dress of silk is essential for teas, 
receptions, concerts, etc. There should 
be a fall street dress and a suit that 
is neither-too tailored nor too dressy. 
With this several types of blouses can 
be worn, from the dressy overblouse 
Which turns it into a second after- 
noon and theater costume to strictly 
tailored blouses of silk or cotton. 

The topcoat problem can be solved 
in two ways, preferably by a new coat 
that js not too sportsy to be worn in 
the evening or afternoon, a velour or 
bolivia in some semidark shade. An old 
topcoat will then do for campus and 
hiking in the winter, or a new sports 
coat ean be chosen that can be made 
to see the whole four years of service. 

Tnere should be a separate skirt, 
possibly plaid, for classroom with sim- 
mie es ag Slipover blouses of pongee 
are .practical for this purpose. Of 
course, there will be a sweater, maybe 
two—a very heavy one for outdoor 
winter sports and a lighter one for 
chilly days indoors. 

Two or three hats at most should be 
sufficient —a velour sailor for knock- 
about, and a dress hat that can’ be 
worn with both suit and coat. A tai- 
lored suit hat could be added. Include 
gym shoes, a heavy pair of storm shoes 
for hikes, overshoes, high street shoes, 
a pair of patent or satin slippers for 
afternopn wear, a pair of evening slip- 
pers, spats and bedroom slippers. One

silk petticoat, one dark sateen and one 
for evening Should be enough. 

Unless the school prescribes a cer- 
tain gym suit, a pair of full black serge 
bloomers and two or three white middy 
blouses are best. Don't forget to add 
séveral pairs of heavy ribbed black 
Stockings for gym work and games, 
and swimming tights. 

The kimono should be dark and ser- 
viceable, for it is going to be a favorite 
study and spread costume. Crepe’ of 
the washable Jap kind is best. and it 
comes in so many beautiful -shades. 
Albatross also makes a practical] ki- 
mono or negligee. If funds permit a 
second daintier negligee can be pro- 
vided for visiting or possible conva- 
lescence in the infirmary. 

Underwear should be limited to the 
serviceable kind with one or two fine 
sets for dress. So many schoolgirls 
send their laundry home iin the tele- 
scopes or hampers that plenty of 
changes are needed for them. How- 
ever, six plain sets of everything be- 
sides the better sets should be enough. 

Besides clothes a great many other 
things are going to be packed in this 
trunk and the supplementary box. A 
work basket fully stocked, for instance. 
with all sorts of mending supplies: pic- 
tures of the home folks, scarfs for the 
bureau or dressing table, a small medi- 
cine box with simple remedies, vase- 
line, peroxide, cathartics, etc.: a tea 
Set, sturdy but artistic; a chafing dish 
(if the schoo! allows it); tin boxes for 
holding cake, crackers, tea and other 
foods away from the mice, and an 
alarm clock. 

If the college does not provide bed- 
clothes, table napkins and rugs, these 
will have to be sent from home, too. 
A dark cover for the hed might be a 
precautionary measure. ‘Stuff as many 
soft cushions into the corners of the 
trunk as you can, or use them to wrap 
around a few good pictures for the new 
room. Perhaps it is just as well to let 
the schoolgirl wait for bookcase and 
window curtains, couch cover and cush- 
ion covers until she gets to her new 
room, so she can decide on a color 
scheme and buy accordingly: Cotton 
rep, bright cretonne, maybe crash, can 
be bought then in a piece for all. She 
may select her own scrap basket and 
desk set.

Of course, the 
only way to live by @ budget is to keep 
rigid account of what you are spend- 
ing from your various allowances 80 
that you always know your balance on 
hand for any one item. This can be 
worked out by percentages on paper, 
but for the woman who “hates fig- 
ures’ there is a more cut-and-dried 
way which has the same value as 
counting on the fingers has for the first- 


er. 
“This consists in @'viding the actual 
currency into the foportions 
and putting it into different receptacles 
where it can be counted easily. Thus 
many women like to keep their house 
money so divided in small boxss. A 
paper egg crate is a good idea, with 
each compartment labeled. In one goes 
meat money, another grocery, another 
milk butter and eggs, ice, etc. Every 
week the household. allowance from the 
big budget is divided into the rigint 
proportions for the more or less regular 
expenditures and placed in the proper 
compartments. Once a while it is 
necessary to borrow, thus when an 
omelet takes the place of chops or fish, 
the butcher's box is robbed to make 
up the deficit in the egg money. Change 
remaining in the box at the end of 
the week is left there for some future

The same system can be followed out 
on a larger scale for the entire house- 
hold running. Inte various boxes or 
envelopes, proportions of a weekly sal- 
ary can be put toward rent, vacation, 
savings, etc., instead of taking these 
things out in a lump sum at the end 
of the month, when very often there is 
nothing to supply these items. Where 
income is received in monthly payments 
the same scheme can be observed for 
expenditures which do not come regu- 
larly, or at least not monthly. Thus 
when a new rug is needed, the “refur- 
nishing”™ or the “wear-and-tear’ en- 
velope can be consulted and the money 
will be there instead, of having to be 
saved before the rug can be bought. 

Where money is banked and checks 
are drawn, the box or envelope system 
must be replaced by pencil and paper 
figuring.

The most convenient way of adding 
oil to the hair is to wet the hair with 
alcohol in which a small quantity of 
castor oil has been dissolved, Th» 
alcohol will evaporate, leaving the 
oil in the hair.

Blackheads are very frequently the 
result of a poor digestion or a faulty 

elimination, so the first thing in their 
cure is to be sure that your diges- 
tion is improved. 

Diet has a great deal to do with thea 
prevention of blackheads also. D». 
not eat too heavy or rich foods and 
not too many sweets. You should 
drink at least eight glasses of water 
every day between meals, and take 
plenty of exercise tn the open air. 

Then the next important thing is 
that the face should be Kept scrupu- 
lously clean. Bathe the face thoroly 
every night with warm water and 1 
good soap.

Into His Stage Productions. 
Would Modernize Stage. 


By EDWARD H. SMITH. 
M* JOHN MURRAY ANDERSON tells me 


there are things amiss in the American : 


theatre; and I agree with him. Thinking back a 
little, we discover that whoever has written or 


talked about our stage in the last fifteck years 
has “discovered” this same rottenness in the Den- 
mark of the playhouse. So we are here in no 
terra incognita, We stand upon familiar carpets. 
But there are so many matters wrong in our 
theatre—bad plays, indifferent ““ectors, star 
system, commercialism, stupid pablic; you know 
them all—that there is always the chance of 
fresh objection and different observation. Per- 
haps Mr. Anderson has something arresting to 
criticise. Let us see. 

When I went the other morning to see this re- 
cent arrival among Broadway producers, mount- 
ing to a converted studio at the top of. on old 
residence in the Thirties and puffing sadly with 
the effort, I’ found a slenter young Man of a 


British facial caste and a slight Britonism in in- 


fiection. He is uncertain in complexion! neither 
dark nor light. He is uncertain in size; neither 
Jarge nor small. And seeing him casually I! 
should have been put to it to guess his occtipa- 
tion or sociai scaling. He might be anything from 
@ person of business to an artist—or anything in 
between. A certain caution in him arrested me, 
and I was shortly rewarded to find out that this 
Man was not without business experience. His 
figure and manner of moving caught me, and I 
Was soon to learn that he had been a professional 
dancer. Indéed, he has been many things in a life 
certainly not yet attained.to forty years. I should 
say. All these experiences have been sunk into 
a rather intricate personality, quite an elusive 
type of man. | 

A word about his doings to precede what he 
has to say of his work afid his world: 

A year ago the first edition of the Greenwich 
Village Follies broke upon the public view at 
the theatre of the Village. In a few weeks it 
was obvious that this show had the elements of 
Brodway success in it; and with them a some- 
thing different and persuasive. In a few weeks 
more the piece was regularly installed on Broad- 
way, with Broadway money in its backing. It 
ran for months. It is now in Chicago for further 
profits. The thing will make its owners a quarter 
million, I am told. Nothing like it has come out 
of the downtown artistic colony. More recently 
Mr. Anderson came to Broadway with a second 
musical piece, still further removed from the old 
conceptions of the girl and tune comedy. In the 
near future he will launch the second edition of 
his Greenwich Village Follies, and he intends to 
follow this with a dramatie piece along in- 
dividual lines. Whatever has come from Mr. 
Anderson’s theatrical laboratory has had about it 
a touch of the new theatrical art and coupled 
with it encugh of the old and the popular to put 
his things into the realm gf paying theatrical en- 
terprises. He has brou individuality and a 
certain beauty to the girl siw. His success with 
this effort makes him a pOtential and perhaps 
already an important figure. 

We sat down in a place made to look like an 
early American living room. Every bit of furni- 
ture in it was of the simple design and beautiful 
workmahfship of our Colonial days. Not the usual 
Colonial furniture this—imported from England 
or built here after English models—but naative 
American stuff, generally of pine. In the cabinets 
were odd pieces of crude early American glass. 
Mhere was no rug; no obtrusive hangings. 

“The new movetnent in the theatre,” said Mr. 
Anderson, after we had talked a bit, “is handi- 
capped in America by a number of things. First, 
all scenic equipment must conform to pattern. 
Mountings made for New York must also fit 
dhe stages of theatres in provincial towns. Scenic 
@guipment must fit into baggage cars. Pieces 
must not be longer than a prescribed number of 
feet. It is thus impossible to break any of the 
standards of proportion. This hits the new prfo- 
@ucing art in a vital spot. 

“another thing is that in this country the very 
last thing considered in the building of a theatre 
is the stage. The body of the house is carefully 
laid out and elaborately decorated to suit the 
taste and comfort of the theatre patrons. Then 
the stage is slapped up On a pattern more than 
haif a century old. The architects who build 
stages should be men who know something about 
the art of stage production. They ought to be 
special men working in consultation with the 
architects who bujld the auditoriums, which are 
of secondary tmportance. 

“at present all emphasis is laid on the house 
itself. The other day one of the big managers 
was just approving plans for a new theatre. I 
was astonished to learn that even at this day no 
care or thought had been expended on the stage. 
Not a single new idea was to be employed behind 
the drop. The old worthless equipment was all

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to be installed. It was ‘just as if a restaurant 


man were to lay out his place with no attention ‘ 
to the kitchen from which must issue the wares 


he would sell, or as if the kitchen Were laid out 
by the interior decorator instead of the chef. The 
comparison is quite fair. What one sells in a 
restaurant is food and in a theatre entertain- 
ment. One is made in the kitchen, the other on 
the stage. It may be well to make your restau- 
rant luxurious, attractive, comfortable, and &o0 
with a theatre; but the thing of first importance 
is thé productive départment—for food or for 
shows,” 

“What is the worst thing the modern produc- 
tion has to opntend with now?” I wanted to know. 

“The lighting equipment, undoubtedly,” said 
the producer. “I don’t know when eléctricity 
came into the theatre, but no progress worth 
speaking of has beén made since that day. In 
America We are incfedibly backward. In Con- 


-¢inental Europe the new ideas and the great pos- 


sibilities in lighting have been understood and 
generally adopted. Here thére has been almost 
no progress in the right direction. We still light 
in the same old way, after models taken frofa the 
days when oil lamps were used...

been shown in one house other theatres all over 
the Continent have been quick to adopt them. 
For instance, all fine European theatres are now 
equipped with stage domes and the dome is one 
of the great modern stage institutions—whereas 
in America there is not a single dome in use. 
Such improvements in the art of mounting plans 
are immediately installed abroad at whatever the 
cost. Here they are rejected. It is strange 
enough. We are quick to put, into universal use 
any invention to improve the looks or usefulness 
of the automobile. Why not the stage?” 

“Well, said I at another pause, “from just what 
are these obstacles trying to block you off? What 
is it you are trying to do? Why does a man of 
ideas waste his time on musical comedy?” - 

“Answering generally,” said the producer, “I 
am hoping to get something simple and beautiful 
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“Trying to get certain line and color effect in the chorus.” 


artistic production almost impossible. In the 
most recent of my shows we use as many changes 
of light in one song as would ordinarily be used 
for an entire production at the Hippodrome, let 
us say. This elaborate and highly technical] em- 
ploymhent of light effects makes the electrician 
as much a part of the show as the principal 
actors. It ie necessary, in view of this, to re- 
hearse the electricians, so that they will handle 
the effects expertly. They cannot walk in, look 
at the typewritten directions and then take their 
places; aS Was always the custom. They must be 
trained to do their pert. But what happens? 
After we get a set of electricians trained to do 
the work, @ new eet turns up one fine night at 
command of the union, and the whole work has 
to be done over again, or the lighting effects left 
to chance and blundering judgment. Nothing 
can be done about it. The union has ite rules, 


“Again, one tries to get certain color and line 
effecta by the use of gracefal girlé in beautiful 
costumes. Every girl and costume has her and 
its place to fill in order to get the effect. The 
rehearsals are over and the show opens. Every 
studied detail is worked down to the point of ex- 
cellence. Then a gin gets temperamental and 
stays out. There is a gap in the groups. Then 
another manager offers the choicest of your girls 
more money, and you have to replace them with 
hastily chosen and inferior material, which must 
be trained overnight. You can imagine the 
effect. 

“However, I am planning to steal @ march here 
on the beautiful young woman. In my forthcom- 
ing shéw I intend to use the masks of Mr. W. T. 
Benda. You take one of these remarkably life- 
like masks and put it on & graceful woman, and 
your end is adcomplished. The tyrany of the 
pretty face is abolished.” 

“How does it happen,” I asked, as we paused to 
gossip, “that Europe has such advantages over 
us in modern production?” 


“There are several reasons for our backward- 
néss or EBurope’s forwardness,” said Mr. Ander- 
son. “First you should note that we are talking 
only of Continental Europe. In England condi- 
tions are much more hopeless than here. On the 
Continent there is, first of all, little or no tour- 
ing. Productions meant for Reinhardt’s Theatre 
in Berlin are shown there and hot elsewhere, 
with rare excéptions. So the mountings can be 
built in any proportions. One need not care 
whether they will fit a playhouse in some third- 
rate town or the baggage cars of the railroads. 

“Again, Burope has shown an eagerness to 
adopt new inventions and new ideas in the 
theatre. When excellent improvements have

“I want to get away from a crowd of girls kicking this 


in the Way of stage productions. I think that 
out’ of aall the movements that are known as the 
modern thing in stage art it is possible eventually 
to select and combine the best elements to the 
end of simplicity and charm. I feel that when 
you have finally achieved something very beauti- 
ful and very simple there will be a great public 
to appreciate it and reward it. That's what 
I’m working for.” 

Mr. Anderson was born in Newfoundland and 
educated in England and at Lausanne. His father 
wanted him to be a chartered accountant, and 
so he was for a time in Edinburgh. But he 
gagged at the life and began to rove. He bought 
antique furniture in Newfoundland, the oldest 
of England’s colonies, and brought it to New 
York, where he set up in business with hjs wares 
and sold at a profit. He brought other shipments 
to this city and became a prosperous vender of 
antiques. In this calling he picked up a knowl- 
edge of period furniture which now stands him 
in real stead. Later he studied in Beerbohm 
Tree’s dramatic school in London. Still later, 
having got rid of his commercially acquired 
money, »John Murray Anderson found himeelf 
in the role of a professional dancer in a New 
York restaurant at $10 a week for dancing tweive 
hours a day. Later he began to produce sodiety 
and civic pageants. Finally, efter many 
managers had rejected his ideas on production, he 
found his opportunity with the Greenwich VHlage 
Follies, and here he is.

These little princes in the salon seemed very 
natural, theugh their being. there overthrew all of 
the most ancient traditions. I suspect that it is 
partly due to the determination of Gen. Lyautey 
to humanize the old Sultaness and to show the 
children themselves, by the attention and respect 
we gave them, that this regime which we call 
a protectorate works for the good of their people, 
a durable order of things begun by their fathers 
and which should be continued by them. How- 
ever, on the terrace the cakes and the drinks di- 
minished visibly, and the setting sun reddened the 
old walls. From the humid garden you could 
smell the perfume of mint and roses. Behind one 
of the bars of those odd menageries which habit- 
ually ornament the residence of the wealthy, three 
lions, revived by the cool evening air, paced quick- 
ly about, now and then emitting a mild roar of 
boredom, which mingled oddly with the unwearied 
music from the garden, where the musicians 
seemed still to be pursuing a fugitive air that 
they could never quite catch. 

It was 6 o'clock. My visiting card had lost 
its power.
